Hammondsport, N. Y., June 27.—[Special, 1 
—Today saw rapid and encouraging progress 
toward completion of the “‘ America.” The 
trial of the new hydroplaning surfaces 
broug the air liner out of the waterina 
twenty mile wind and carrying a load of 
1,408 pounds, 

It will require now only slight further al- 
teration or extension of the effective planing 
surface of the boat to enable it to rise with 
the additional 400 to 600 pounds with which 
it will start across the Atlantic. 

We carried today seven men, 100 pounds of 
gasoline, and two bags of sand. The men 
were not lightweights. 


First Seven Man Flight. 

Our five passengers taken today as ballast 
averag®! 173 pounds. I believe it is the first 
seven man flight in America. With Hallett 
at 145 pounds, myself at 168, and our five for 
ballast the passengers and crew of the Amer- 
ica weighed 1,170 pounds. The remainder 
of the cargo was composed of gasoline, oil, 
and sand, The boat itself, with the added 
weight of the supplementary planing sur- 
faces, weighed 2,900, so that in round figures 
we took up a total weight today of 4,400 
pounds, We haye been figuring on a maxi- 


mum of 5,000, Bo you see we are not far from 


our objective.” 

One of the passengers was Herbert Duck- 
worth, representing Lord Northcliffe’s Lon- 
don Daily Mail. He was stowed away in the

Steady as a Sea Liner.

TELL OF PLO 


McMahon and Malone 
Confess. Conspiracy 
to Defame Girl. 


NAME L. E. DICKINSON 


Say Jury Fixing Was Essayed 
in Lee O'Neil Browne and 
Other Cases. 


Slickey McMahon and Bull Malone have 
squealed. 

Slickey squealed louder than Bull, but it 
is expected that Malone will take a deep 
breath some time today and emit a bellow 
that may be heard all over the north side. 

The two men confessed to Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnhart last evening that they 
were in ona conspiracy to furnish affidavits 
blackening the reputation and the motives 
of Dorothy Moore, who is complainant 
against John P. Cummings, the man who 
turned them up. 

They confessed that this is but one of many 
cases in which witnesses were for sale at 
from $4 to $25 a head, and jurors were bribed 
at $100 to $1,000 per case 


Both Shift Blame. 

As usual in the case of men turning state's 
evidence, they shifted the blame to the shoul- 
ders of another. They named Attorney Lewis 
E, Dickinson as the head of the conspiracy. 
Malone went so far as to say he maintained 


to be handy when the lawyer thought of 
some new defendant for whom they might 
cook up a perjured defense. 

Slickey said Attorney Dickinson worked 
out the story blackening the: reputation of 
Miss Moore and called up Mr. Cummings 
with the proposition that it would win his 
case. He pictured Attorney Dickinson as a 
sort of a paternal schoolmaster who would 
think out a perjury scheme, send Bull or 
Slickey himself out after as many of the 
north side barrel house gang as were thought 
necessary, rehearse the plot until they were 
letter perfect, and then spring the great idea 
on the defendant in the particular case they 
had chosen to espouse, , 

Arranges the Stories. — 

They would not disclose to the defendant 
that the evidence was perjured. Mr. Dickin- 
son was credited with having arranged the 
stories before the defendant was approached. 
In that way there was no brazen understand- 
ing—even some defendants are squeamish.

Slickey’s Confession. 

A part of McMahon's confession I{s said to 
be as follows: 

“JT have known Dickinson for years, and of 
late made my headquarters in his office at 
112 North La Salle street, where I would be 
handy whenever Dickinson needed me, ] 
knew nothing about the prosecution of John 
P. Cummings by Dorothy Moore until Attor- 
ney Dickinson showed me @ newspaper clip- 
ping and explained other details of the case 
that did not appear in that particular pub- 
lished account. 

** Dickinson told me he would call up Cum- 
mings and arrange a meeting with me. He 
did. Dickinson talked freely with Cummings, 
and Cummings asked me if Dickinson’s story 
of my evidence was right. I said it was and 
told several things that Dickinson forgot to 
mention. | 

“A paper was drawn up by Cummings 
and I swore to it, the oath being adminis- 
tered by Dickinson in hie capacity of notary. 
But Cummings was not satisfied and wanted 
corroborative evidence. By arrangement 
with Dickinson I got a man, who gave the 
name Shannon. He also swore to the same 
alleged facts, They are false, and Dickinson | 
knew it. Cummings still wanted more evi-

Streets of La Crosse Covered with Sev-

La Crosse, Wis., June 27,.—The third vio- 
lent storm of the week today devastated large 
sections of Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa.

City Didn’t Get It. 

The two items of Dec. 9 last show that the 
interest was earned on city funds, as do the 
two items of April 10 of this year. There is 
no question that those four items, totaling 
$8,586.88, were paid to some one other than 
the “city. The books of City Treasurer M. 
J. Flynn fail te show those two items. 

Taking the first two items, footing $2,222.12, 
. interest for October and November, the books 
of City Treasurer Flynn show that the city 
did not receive the money. Those books show 
that the city received.$4,467.35 in interest on 
school and corporate funds. The interest 
book of the bank discloses the same informa- 
tion exactly. While the city was receivin¢ 
$4,467.85 some one else was getting $2,222.12. 


Can Be Checked. 

All of the sums in the above tabulation, 
with the possible exception of $166.44 paid 
July 31 last, are in excess of the interest paid 
the city. This item probably represents an 
error. It can be checked with accuracy 
when it is ascertained how much school 
money the treasurer had in the bank at the 
time. The amount ¢@ the corporate fund in 
the bank during this period has been printed. 
but the school funds have not beengiven out, 

The item of $1,709.55 paid ‘“‘in currency” 
Jan. 5 last has a hint of identification. The 
initials “ Cc. G. F.”’ evidently refer to Charles 
G. Fox, former cashier of the bank and one 
of its vice presidents when the institution 
was closed. This item may not refer to 
city deposits. 
| Several days ago City Treasurer Flynn 
went to the La Salle Street bank and re- 
quested that Receiver Niblack make public 
all information he gathered regarding extra 
interest.

Previous to questioning McMahon and Ma- 
lone, Mr. Barnhart sent for Max Woif, a 
friend of Mrs. Van Buren. Wolf appeared 
as a character witness at Mrs. Van Kuren's 
trial.

During the afternoon he had along 
talk with his counsel, Benedict J. Short, 
who also had nothing to say. 


Another Case “Fixed.”

THROUGH EDUCATION OPENS. 


American Medical Association Widens 
Scope—President Vaughan Says 
Money and Time Will Be Given. 


Atiantic City, N. J., June 27.—To educate 
the public regarding medical matters im or- 
der to prolong life, the whole administrative 
power of the American Medical association 
will be brought to bear during the coming 
year. Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, the newly 
elected president of the association, made 
this statement at the close of the congress.

. it too late and the fence was erected yester- 
day, Friday. 


“Get Away from That Fence.” 

‘*Mrs. Harmon, Mrs. Meigs, my brother, 
and I were on the back porch of the Harmon 
residence last night. ‘ Babe’ and I went to 
look at the fence. Mace’s head appeared 
in his window on the second floor. 

* ‘T’'ll shoot you dead if you don’t get away 
from that fence,’ he said. He had a gun, 
too. So today ‘Babe’ swore out a war- 
rant for him. 

**Now Mace says while he was erecting 
the fence Mrs. Meigs struck him in the face 
and injured him. The truth is this: Mace, 
in putting up the fence, removed some of the 
foundation under the porte cochere, and 
Mrs. Harmon went out with a basket to 
collect the pieces removed, as evidence.

LEADERS VISIT CAPITOL. 


Vice President Marshall Less 
Friendly; Women Urge Fed- 
eral Legislation.

Washington, D. C, June 27.—[Special. }~< 
Speaker Clark today told the officers of thé 
National Woman Suffrage association that 
equal suffrage was as inevitable as therising 
gun, that he had always believed tn it, and 
would vote for it when the question was 
eubmitted in Missouri. He added that he 


might as well make his position clear, be- 


eause he would have to do it some time. 

The speaker made his confession of faith 
in the presence of Mrs. Clark, Miss Genevieve 
Clark, and a committee of members of the 
house, including Representatives Fits Henry 
and O’Hair of Iinois, 

After the speaker had told his attitude, e 
friend suggested to Misa Clark: 

“Your father came across with his suf- 
frage support.” 

“He wouldn’t have dared to come home If 
he hadn't,” she smilingly replied. 


Marshall’s Views Less Friendly, 

Vice President Marshall's attitude was not 
go satisfactory as that of Speaker Clark, He 
intimated that he found it difficult to sepa- 
rate his opinions on the subject from those 
of Mre. Marshall, who, he intimated, is not 
a-suffragiat. Hig ey eee ne remark 
was: 

“T hope I shall neverrhave so clowed a mind 
that I can’t consider a logicalargument.”

During 1914 Alone Oil King Has Pre- 
sented Trustees with $8,500,000. 


New York, June 27.—[Special. }-—Trustees of 
the Rockefeller institute announced today re- 
ceipt of a new gift of $2,550,000 from J. D. 
Rockefeller, founder of the great laboratories 
for etudy of the causes of human disease 
Only recently Mr. Rockefeller set aside in 
a special fund $1,000,000 to enable the insti- 
tute to found a department of animal pathol- 
ogy, so that it may be eaid that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s 1914 gift to the institute is $3,560,000, 

From his bounty the fnstitute has received, 
since its inception in 1001, $12,500,000, and 
this does not include the value of the real 
estate. 


Property Worth $2,500,000, 
In addition to valuable plots ef ground the 
inetitute owns a farm of 100 acres with 
buildings, which is used not so much for ex- 


farm producta. If, as has been estimated, 
the real estate is worth $2,500,000, the re» 
sources of the Rockefeller institute now ap- 
proximate $15,000,000, 

Mr. Rockefeller began his series of gifte 
tn 1901 when he set aside $200,000 for the com- 
menoement of the work for which the insti- 
tute was designed. At the end of the first 
year he ect aside $1,000,000; In October, 1902, 
his generosity made it possible for the insti- 
tute to buy from the Schermerhorn estate a 
plot of land at Avenue A and Sixty-sixth 
street, , 

‘Made Permanent in 1907. 

In 1907 the work of the {nstitute wae put on 
& permanent basis by Mr. Rockefeller with 
a gift of $2,620,000 for endowment. In 1908 
there wae a gift of $500,000 for the erection 
of a hospital. This sum was augmented by 
subsequent gifts amounting to $170,015.20. In 
1908 aleo money was provided for the pur~ 
chase of more ground. In 1911 the institute 
acquired nearly four acres between Avenue 
A and the Kast river and Sixty-fourth street 
and Sixty-seventh street.

A bundle of papers struck the king’s het 
and knocked it eideways, while the queen's 
parasol caught another shower of pamphlets. 

After the shower of literature the king and 
queen treated the incident with good hu- 
mored indifference, which they alwaye ex- 
hibit when the objecte of euffragsiet demon- 
atrationa, The king emilingly tossed one of 
the bundles of papers into the roed’way and 
their drive continued unchecked. 

The crowd showed a different spirit. Quick 
to sesent whet wag regarded aa an insult to 
their maejesties, the spectators made a rush 
for the women, who would have been badly 
mauled had not the police rallied around 
them, 

Two.of the women were particular objects 
of the crowd's wrath because they were the 
most conspicuous in throwing the bundles at 
the royal carriage. They were arrested, 
more for their own protection than because 
of theiroffense. They were taken to the po- 
lice station and charged with insulting be- 
havior, but were releasedon their own recog- 
nizance,

‘Payton of Danville, lil, one of the survivors 
of the battle and a member of the Illinols 
monument commission. Payton was a drum- 
mer boy. 

Following the unveiling, Gov. Dunne deliy- 
ered one of the dedicatory addresses. In the 
course of his talk he attacked the use of 
child labor in the south. He spoke in lauda- 
tory terms of President Wilson and Secre- 
tary of State Bryan. 


Shaft on the Battlefield, . 

The monument stands on Cheatham hill, 
three miles from Kenesaw mountain and 
four miles from the town of Marietta, near 
here. It was on this spot that Col. Dan Mc- 
Cook’s brigade, consisting of the Eighty 
afth, Eighty-sixth, and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Illinois infantry regiments, 
battery I, Second Illinois light artillery, and 
the Twenty second Indiana and the Fifty- 
second Ohio infantry regiments fought for 
six days and nights without relief within 100 


feet of what Gen. Johnston of the confeder-- 


ate army considered an impregnable posi- 
tion. is a) 

The monument, for which an approprie- 
tion of $20,000 was made by the Illinois leg- 
islature, is of silver gray Georgia marble 
mounted on a broad marble platform. Itis 
twenty-six feet high, with a lower base 
eighteen feet square. It is tocated on an 
incline of the hill and is approached from 
the main road in front by two flights of 
marble steps. ee 


Monument of Marble and Bronze. 

The marbie shaft, which is nine feet square, 
cafries a seven foot bronge figure of a sol- 
dier at parade rest in the center. On either 


side are two bronze womanly figures of 


slightly less stature, one representing Illi- 
nois, the other typifying peace. There is 
_ alpo a life size model of an eagle and shield. 
An inscription reads: 

* Erected to the memory of the Illinois 
soldiers who died on the battlefield of Kene- 
Saw mountain, Georgia, June 27.

Sixty-five acres of the Kenesaw battlefield 
was bought by the Kenesaw Memorial as- 
sociation, organized under the laws of Illi- 
nois, by the survivors of Dan McCook’s bri- 
gade. 


History of the Battle. 

Gen. Sherman decided to break through 
Gen. Jolmston’s center and divide the con- 
federate army of 60,000 men. 

Four brigades of the Army of the Cum- 
berland were selected for the assault on 
the center, which was exceptionally well 
fortified with’ works and abatis in front. 

The order to assault was given June 27, 
1864, and the union forces started up the 


_climb of 400 yards. ‘The confederates were 


on the heights, 150 feet above the creek 
which the union army had to cross. 

Two of the brigades met with a fire from 
batteries and such sweeping musketry that 
they could not reach the heights. 

McCook’s and Harker’s brigades climbed 
on in the face of deadly fire and reached 
the confederate works, out of breath, and 
much fewer in numbers. Harker’s bri- 
gade was forced beck after losing many 
men, and took with them their dying leader. 


Tilinoisans Refuse to Retreat. 

McCook’s men refused to move an inch 
and held their position on the top of the 
hill. McCook was mortally wounded on 
the works and was carried to the rear and 
Col. Harmon, his second in rank, had hardly 
assumed command when he was shot dead. 
Col. Dilworth jumped into the breach and 
held the men. The abatis prevented cross- 
ing in numbers. The brigade built lines 
beneath the confederate guns in the open 
field, and today these two lines, less than 
100 feet apart, can be seen. The brigade 
lost more than 30 per cent of ite men in 


climbing Cheatham hill. 


The confederates evacuated the positiop 
the night of July 8 when Gen. Sherman re- 
sorted to his old tactics and outflanked them.

On motion of Representative Oscar W. Un- 
derwood, the Democratic leader, the house 
today concurred in a senate amendment to 
the legislative bill appropriating $1,500,000 to 
defray the expenses of collecting the income 
tax in the fiscal year. Mr. Underwood gave 
notice that $500,000 of the amount named 
would be used in a “ dragnet” inquiry to de- 
termine how many people had failed, 
“thorugh ignorance, mistake, or delibera- 
tion,” to make full returns under the law. 

“The commissioner of internal revenue 
has stated to me. that he believes this ad- 
ditional appropriation will allow him to make 
investigations that will enable him to col- 
lect $15 to $25 for every dollar of this addi- 
tional appropriation,”’ said Mr. Underwood.

NEW railway terminal postoffice sta- 
tion is to be established at 1133-890 
South State street in a building to be 
"erected at that point by Charles C. 
Dennehy. The building, which will 
occupy a lot with a frontage of 80 feet and 
depth of 130 feet, facing west just soutn of 
Eleventh street, has been leased by Harry 
B. Harper of Oliver & Co. for Mr. Dennehy 
to the federal government for a term of ten 
years at a term rent of over $100,000.

When a prince of a ruling family takes a 
morganatic wife, it ig customary to give the 
bride a ‘*‘ one time payment’’ of’a consider- 
able sum as the financial basis and founda- 
tion for the *“‘ new family.’’ This payment 
virtually becomes the ‘‘ ancestral estate’’ 
for the family, the children of which inherit 
whatever title is given the mother, rather 
than the title, rank, or family connection of 
the father. Countess Ina‘'s dowry is certain 
to be large, and as Prince Oscar has merely 
the allowance made him by his mnperial fa- 
ther and the civil list the kaiser probably will 
‘stake’ his son to begin life for himaelf. 
Prince Oscar's salary as lieutenant in the 
grenadier regiment at Potsdam is approxi- 
mately $50 a month.

BERLIN, June 15,+-When European states- 
‘Mien talk of Austria-Hungary in connection 
with the big international questiong they 
think of Germany at the same time, for the 
ailiance between the two great German 
speaking empires is regarded as the keystone 
of central European politics. Relations be- 
tween the two countries, their governments 
and monarchs are, therefore, of the utmost 
importance in the tortuous and turbulent 
_ Problem known as the Kuropean situation. 
They are once again in the limelight in con- 
sequence of the visit which Emperor William 
has just paid to the future emperor of Aus- 
tric, the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, at the 
latter's Lsonemian estate of Konopischt. 

Some indication of the topic which domi- 
nated conversation at the two days’ con- 
ference may be gathered from the fact that 
the Kaiser was accompanied by his fleet 
builder, Grand Admiral von Tirpitz, and that 
the commander in chief of Austria-Hungary's 
naval forces was at the archduke’s elbow. 
Vociferous * official’ assurances are forth- 
coming that ‘politics’ was not discussed 
at Konopischt, but it is reasonably safe to 
conclude that the time and thoughts of the 
archduke and his guests were not spent ex- 
¢lusively on the famous rose gardens of 
Konopischt, now in the fragrant fulsomeness 
of their summer glory. Austria-Hungary 
has just gone in for dreadnought building 
On a lavish scale and Franz Josef’s heir is 
credited with a desire to rejuvenate the dual 
monarchy on the sea just as William 11. has 
dene for Germany, He does well to take 
counsel with * Tirpits the Eternal ’'—so 
called because he has been at the head of the 
German navy for seventeen years—for he is 


the real creator of the fatherland’s mighty 
Hieet. 


Francis Joseph Bound to Outlive Heir 
There is probably no political idea in the 
world more widely propagated than the the- 
ory that when the venerable Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph has passed from the scene Aus- 
tria-Hungary will be thrown violently into 
the melting pot and the map of eastern Eu- 
rope radically altered. Everybody seems fo 
believe this, strangely enough, except Aus- 
trians and Hungarians themselves. When 
asked about it, they call it a myth, anda 
ridiculous one. In the first place, they will 
tell you that Emperor Francis Joseph ia de- 
termined to postpone his exit tothe last 
possible minute. The completeness with 
which he snatched himself from what seemed 
to be the certain jaws of death this spring is 
cited as evidence of his stubborn resolve. 
He is credited with saying that he intends 
to outlive his heir and nephew, the Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand, with whom the old 
monarch is on notoriously bad terms. 

What Austrians and Hungarians do admit, 
when pressed to forecast the future under 
Franz Ferdinand, is that internal conditions 
in the dual monarchy are certain to undergo 
revolutionary changes. They scoff at the 
idea that the monarchy will break up—tnat 
Hungary will declare its independence or be 
annexed to Germany, or that Austria’s Siavs 
will embrace the opportunity to revolt, and, 
with the benevolent codperation of Russta, 
carve Austria into separate Slav and German 
states. ‘‘ Es wird einfach weiter fortgewtir- 
zelt ’’—"' we'll simply keep on muddling "’— 
was the characteristic observation of an 
Austrian diplomatist with whom I recently 
had a chanee to discuss this question. He 
was referring, with bitter irony, to the sorry 
role Austrian diplomacy played following 
the outbreak of the Balkun war—to “ neg- 
lected opportunities,” ete. But he went on 
to explain that he did not mean to be taken 
too literally.

* When we landed in Vera Cruz,” he said, 
“the marines were quartered in the flour 
mill and in the municipal jail, where dysen- 
tery had been prevalent. In spite of this, 
only four cases of dysentery have originated 
in Vera Cruz, but there have been numbers 
of recurrences of dysentery that had been 
contracted by the marines while on duty at 
Culebra, Nicaragua and Panama.” 

I remembered the long siege of tropical 
service the marines have had and I was 
amazed that the percentage of sickness was 
not much higher. In respect to recent serv- 
ices during the last two or three years, the 
army has had the advantage of service in 
more healthful places.

YANKEE KNIGHT 
WINS LONDON. 


Albert H. Stanley, Recently 
Honored by King, Tells How 
He Improved English Rail- 
ways in Service. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) ’. 

LONDON, June 27.—The knighting, of Al- 
bert H. Stanley, the managing director of the 
underground railroads, who spent twelve 
years. as manager of American electric rail- 
roads, chiefly the Detroit United railways 
and the Public Service Railways of New 
Jersey, was remarkable among the birthday 
honors. He is but 39 years of age and was 
brought up in America. . He was only natu- 
ralized a year ago. It was remarkable al» 
tor the outburst of enthusiasm it evoked from 
the 25,000 employés of the underground rail- 
reads, who take the honor as personal to 
themselves. 

The way in which Mr. Stanley has won the 
approval of his subordinates augurs well for 
the success of Henry V. Thornton, formerly | 
of the Long Island railroad, who is now the 
general manager of the Great Eastern rail- 
way.

Of: all the: modern world’s strongholds of 
machinedriven labor I know of none which 
can compare with Belfast and Glasgow to 
emphasize the truth of Ruskin’s denuncia- 
tion of modern industrialism. Ugliness and 
monotony ‘are here the keynotés of life— 
great barracklike buildings, where the work-

and solace, while the women pursue their 
truant offspring in all manner of unsavory 
haunts.

younger brother or sister tightly fastened to 
her by the ubiquitous shawl. Small wonder

woman has hardened, that her features and 


her manners have lost the gentleness and } 


grace that should be woman’s birthright. 

Belfast has never quite forgiven her majes- 
ty Queen Victoria for that, in her diary, she 
recorded her impression of the homeliness of | 
the women of Ulster’s chief city. In this her 
majesty was possibly indiscreet, but she was 
certainly truthful. The “ shawlie,’’ judged 
by all ordinary standards of beauty, is not 
a thing of joy forever—in fact, outside of 
Holland I doubt if anywhere on this planet 
there are so many plain women gathered 
together in one spot as in the manufacturing 
towns of Ulster. The good stolid peasant 
faces which their ancestors brought over 
from Scotland have gradually been modified 
to reflect the murky atmosphere of ma- 
terialism.in which they dwell. 


Mill Girls Bar Asthetics. 


‘ The mill girls in particular seem to take 


pride in eliminating sesthetics from their 

workaday lives; in their clothes as in their 

conversation, they practice a cult of unlovely 

utilitarianism which might suitably take a 

factory chimney for its totem. All alike, 

young girls and matrons, envelop them- 

selves in drab colored shawls, hideous wrap- 

pings of tweed or knitted wool or drugget 

cloth, which covers them from waist to hat- 

less head—garments always either rain sod- 

den or dust choked, which to the hygienist 

shout aloud of dirt germs and disease. In

Dennis Eadie along’ with. it, he being the 
versatile young actor who. has .rightfully 
been credited with much of the play’s suc- 
cess here. 


Mr. Knoblauch’s Dream Play. 

“My Lady's Dress,’’ you may recall, is the 
Knoblauch play in which, by means of a suc- 
cession of scenes, each a one act drama in 
itself, the history of a gown is traced from 
the spinning of the silk to the displaying of 
the frock by a manikin in the shop of a fash- 
jonable costumer. 

In each of the scenes the principal char- 
acters are played by Mr. Eadie and Miss 
Gladys Cooper. Miss Cooper is said to be 
the prettiest actress at present appearing 
upon the London stage, and is of average 
talent. Mr. Eadie is an accomplished and, 
in this day, a surprisingly versatile actor, 
whose several charactérizations it is a pleas- 
ure to watch. As the play itself does not 
possess the virtue of a cumulative interest, 
being merely a series of detached episodes, 
a great deal depends upvn the way it is done. 


Mr. Wu Is a Stage Diplomat. 
“Mr. Wu” is 80 per cent atmosphere and 
-20 per cent drama, Ina melodramatic way 
it is impressively oriental. The well known 
and generously worked charm of the mys- 
terious stage east is thrown over it like a 
gogeous kimono of diaphanous weave. You

Old age being universal, the social prob- 
aaah of old age are incident to no one coun- 
in. particular. These problems, how-

tistics ninety-seven out of every 100 per- 
gons of the age of 65 in the United 
States are dependent on others for either 
the whole or a part of theirliving.

CENTRALIZATION AND CENSORSHIE. 

A Washington dispatch reports that “a 
flood of letters from all parts of the country 
is pouring in upon the committee on educa- 
tion of the house asking that action be taken 
at the earliest possible date upon the bill 
introduced by Representatives Hughes of 
Georgia providing for a national censorship 
of moving pictures. The bill provides for a 
board of five censors, who are to pass upon 
films and to license ~_ if they are found 
worthy.” 

How many readers of that report—read- 
ers that are “ educated,” readers who con- 
sider themselves imbued with simon pure 
Americanism—realize that within these few 
lines is indicated a profound change in 
American opinion, a vital departure from 
American principles? In fact, in this para- 
graph is shown perhaps the most con- 
spicuous tendencies in American thought 
at this time, and it is important for us to 
realize now that they are tendencies away 
from what have been accepted as funda- 
mental principles of the American system. 

The Hughes bill illustrates the growing 
tendency to throw upon the central gov- 
ernment local responsibilities. Let Uncle 
Sam do it, is the cry. If the tendency con- 
tinues there will be but one result—the es- 
tablishment of all the evils of bureaucratic 
centralizatiow® on the ruins of the American 
system, which was especially devised to 
prevent them. Load the central govern- 
ment with duties we ought to attend to at 
home, and presently we shall destroy both 
local freedom and national efficiency. 

When commerce and transportation be- 
came nationalized, national powers and 
agencies were developed to deal with them, 
That seemed necessary and desirable. But 
now we are going on to extend the control 
of the central government over relations 
which can and should be governed by local 
standards and local agencies. We think 
we are getting a more efficient agent; but 
we are really on the way to destroy one. 
That may be proved from the history of 
nations, and the makers of the constitution 
remembered the lesson, though our zealous 
reformers do not stop to think of it. 

If we are to adopt censorship in the 
United States, in spite of experience of its 
ineffectiveness and abuse; if we are to in- 
crease public control over our private lives; 
if we are to rely more and more upon public 
agencies to “ protect” not only the imma- 
ture but the norma! adult from what a ma- 
jority considers harmful, then let us at least 
see that the new duties and responsibilities 
of government are not all dumped on the 
central machinery, but are distributed so 
that they may be fulfilled competently, or 
rather as little incompetently as possible. 

Censorship by five persons in Washing- 
ton over all the pictures to be shown to a 
people of 100,000,000 will be either ineffect- 
ive or excessively restrictive. Happily for 
us we are not yet so standardized that what 
would give offense in one community would 


| give offense in all others. ‘There js still 


variety in our national fabric, but what 
will the censors do with it? Will they bar 
out all films that might be offensive to any 
commuinty? That will restrict the great 
national entertainment rather drastically, 

And here we have suggested one of the 
reasons for resort to the central govern- 
ment in this instance. Censorship advo- 
cates assume that there is a common 
standard of exclusion. They do not admit 
that this standard is merely their own 
standard, and they turn to the central 
agency to avoid that variety of standard 
which local self-government permits, 

We have had a beneficent growth of the 
social conscience in the last quarter cen- 
tury in the United States. But we ought 
not to permit it to carry us into extreme 
forms of paternalism, and we need already 
to temper our zeal for our brother’s moral 
well being with a little consideration of the 
traditional ideals of American individual- 
ism. Be 
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PERVERTED CHARITY. 

The rule, “don’t hit a man when he’s 
down,” is founded on a deep and noble in- 
stinct in mankind. But, like many another 
good rule, it may be abused. There is a 
mercy that is the highest expression of 
justice because it takes into account a larger 
truth than the immediate facts of an offense 
seem to disclose. But there is a mercy which 
befogs truth.and cheats all justice and lets 
hurt come upon the innocent. 

We do not think, for example, it is true 
mercy or true charity, much less justice, 
to say that Mr. Lorimer is to be pitied in 
his financial collapse because he was good 
to his friends, Mr. Lorimer always has 
been good to his friends—at some one else’s 
expense. He was good to his friends when 
‘he put them on the pay roll at the expense 


friends when his bank loaned them money— 
other people’s money—without security, 

Any man would be glad to make friends 
and gratify his own sense of generosity and 
get a reputation for being liberal and ami- 
able.

“This flag is meant to stand for the 
just use of undisputed national power,” 
he gaid.

He so inevitably puts 
himself in the other fellow’s shoes and 
so constantly reasons out the case from 
the other fellow’s viewpoint that when 
it comes to issue every side is represented 
but his own. Justice does not come out 
ef it and equity does not come out of it,

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, HEN one puts his fingers on the 
W wriet he “feels the pulse.” He 
notices a little triphammer stroke 
transmitted to his em. He 
may notice that the pulse is fast 
and bounding, or that it is slow and soft. 
In this simple test he has been making a 
crude effort to determine the blood pressure 
and to discover the rapidity of the Thanrtts 
action, 

The second half of the test, determining 
the pulse rate, developed about as far as it 
conld be developed when the use of watches 
with second hands became general. The 
determination of blood pressure was a 
guessy performance until a few years ago 
simple instruments for its measurement 
began to be generally used. We have 
learned more about blood pressure in the 
last ten years than in all the preceding his- 
tory of the world combined, and the proba- 
bility is that the next ten years will teach 
us more than has the last ten. 
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The blood pressure apparatus is a means 
of measuring with a mercury column the 
impulse which, when felt with the finger, 
we called a bounding pulse or a soft pulse, 
as the case might be. The blood pressure 
apparatus consists of an unelastic cloth 
band, within which is a hollow rubber 
tube, similar to an automobile tire. The 
inner tube is connected on the one hand 
with an air pump and on the other with a 
column of mercury and a perpendicular 
scale, 

The band is fastened loosely around the 
bare arm. ‘The inner tube is blown up. 
As the band will not allow expansion ex- 
ternally, as the tube inflates it must com- 
press the arm. The inflation is continued 
until the pulse cannot be felt at the wrist. 
In the meanwhile, as the pressure on the 
arm increases, the mercury is forced up the 
perpendicular tube, 

When the pulse disappears the amount of 
pressure is shown by the height to which 
the mercury has mounted. We speak of 
120, meaning that the column of mercury 
has risen 120 millimeters, or about 4.7 
inches,

Some of the blood pressure apparatuses, 
instead of using a column of mercury as 
a recorder, make use of a dial and hand 
somewhat similar to the arrangement of a 
water gauge or steam pressure recorder. 
When the brachial artery, the artery of the 
arm, is pressed on until caught between 
the bone and the inner tube, no blood can 
flow into the radial artery, and in conse- 
quence the radial pulse disappears. 

~o- 

Blood pressure then is the amount of 
pressure or squeezing necessary to apply to 
the arm to collapse the brachial artery. The 
pressure applied to the skin is transmitted 
to the artery without losing force. There- 
fore the measure of the pressure in the inner 
tube is a measure of the tension of the 
blood in the artery, The blood in the artery 
is pressing out against the blood vessel wall 
with exactly the same pressure as that 
shown by the column of mercury to be the 
pressure in the inner tube. 
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What makes the blood in the artery press 
out? When the heart contracts it forces the 
blood into the arteries. The elastic ar- 
terial walls squeeze the blood to keep it 
moving forward. The amount of heart 
squeeze plus the amount of wall squeeze is 
just equal to the amount of force neces- 
sary to push the blood through the small 
vessels, capillaries, and veins back to the 
heart again. If it were not for the pres- 
sure of the blood in the vessels little force 
would be required to collapse an artery. 

2. 

The large artery coming off the heart is 
called the aorta. It is so called because its 
discoverer thought it carried air. It was 
thought to carry air because after death it 
was found to be a great round tube nearly 
empty of blood and partly filled with gas, 


. The aorta has a wall stiff enough to make it 


remain round and uncollapsed when empty. 

This, however, is not true of the smaller 
arteries. Drain the blood out of them and 
a feather’s weight will collapse them. 
Therefore the blood pressure is a measure 
of the blood in the artery and not a measure 
of the stiffness of the wall. 

If you have ever watched when the blood 
pressure was being taken you have noticed 
that the mercury runs up with each pulse 
beat and down between the beats. If an 
index pressure recorder was used you no- 
ticed that the needle played back and forth 
in the same way. What is called the blood 
pressure is the highest point reached by 
the needle or the mercury as the wrist pulse 
stops. 

—~- 

To speak more accurately, the examiner 
pumps up the tube until there is no longer 
any pulse at the wrist. He then permits air 
to escape until the first faint trace of a 
pulse can be felt. This is called systolic 
pressure. He then allows more air to es- 
cape, and presently the faint thready wrist 
pulse is replaced by a full pulse. The point 
at which the full pulse appears is read off as 
the diastolic pressure. The difference be- 
tween these readings is the pulse pressure. 

The diastolic pressure ig the measure of 
tension of the blood in the artery between 
heart beats. When the heart beats and 
throws an extra quantity of blood into the 
artery the pressure jumps up and produces 
systolic blood pressure. Then the diastolic 
pressure is the tension of the blood in the 
artery; the pulse pressure is the measure of 
the force of the heart beat, and these two 
added together make the systolic blood 
pressure. This last is what we mean when 
we speak simply of the blood pressure. 
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The pulse pressure is the measure of the 
force of the heart beat. The diastolic pres- 
sure is the measure of the blood pressure 
inside the vessels between beats. What is 
ordinarily called blood. pressure, better 
called systolic blood pressure, is a measure 
of the pressure due to the heart force plus 
the vessel force. Or, to put it again and in 
another way, the pulse pressure shows the 
condition of the heart muscle; the diastolic 
pressure the condition of the vessel walls; 
the systolic pressure the maximum pressure 
to which the vessel walle are subjected. 
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To determine what the pressure ought to 
be, Faught recommends the following for- 
mula: A normal man at 20 has a pressure 
of 120; a woman at the same age has 110, 
To get the normal pressure for a given age 
add 1 for each two years wrer 20. Accord- 
ing to this rule, a man of 50 should have a 
pressure of 135 and a woman of that agaone 
of 125.

BLOOD PRESSURE.

The blood pressure, L the pressure that the 
blood is under in the vessels, is dependent 
upon two groups of forces. The blood is 
caught between these forces like a file ina 
vise. Pushing from behind is the force of 
the heart and‘ the force of the arterial elas- 
ticity. Pushing from the front is the re- 
aistance of the vessel walls everywhere 
throughout the system. 

Therefore what we do when we measure 
blood pressure is in a way measuring the 
resistance throughout the body. When 
one is young, with elastic tissues, this resist- 
ance is ata minimum. When one is older 
and with worn out tissues the elasticity is 
less, and the resistance is at a higher level. 
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Gibson has formulated a rough way of 
estimating the force of the heartbeat from 
the blood pressure. Hig rule is that one- 
third of the blood pressure, or systolic pres- 
sure, is due to the pulse pressure and two- 
thirds to the diastolic pressure. 

According to this rule, if a man has a 
blood pressure of 150 he should have a pulse 
pressure of 50 and a diastolic pressure of 
100. This is the norma] relation. 

It may vary materially, and there is 
where one of the dangers from accepting 
blood pressure on its face without further 
analysis comesin. For instance, there may 
be an increase in resistance in the vessel 
walls, but at the same time heart disease 
may be present. The resistance would in- 
crease the diastolic pressure, but the limp- 
ing heart would pump less effectively than 
normal. In consequence the pulse pressure 
would be relatively decreased; the normal 
relation of pulse pressure (1) to diastolic 
pressure (2) and to systolic pressure (3) 
would be disturbed. 
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Outside the variations due to age and 
disease there are variations called physio- 
logical. There will be a variation according 
to muscular strength of 5 to 10 on each side 
of the normal. A physically weak person 
will have a low pressure and a physically 
strong one a high one. Obesity adds a lit- 
tle to the blood pressure. 

Active exercise will add 20 to the blood 
pressure, if the record is made soon there- 
after. A full meal will inerease the pres- 
sure 20 during the next hour. The pressure 
should be taken sitting upright, and the 
cuff on the arm should be at the level of 
the heart. 

A change in posture from the erect to the 
horizonal causes an increase in the blood 
pressure. If one lies down five minutes 
and then sits up it will cause a fall in pres- 
sure, 
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The pressure falls about 25 during the 
early hours of a heavy sleep, and then 
gradually rises through the night. Barly 
the next morning it is still low. During 
the day there is a gradual rise, and the 
maximum is reached late in the day. The 
range from deep sleep to shank of the day 
may be as high as 40. 

Pain, anxiety, and violent emotion cause 
sharp rises. Excessive draughts of water 
will raise the pressure 5 to 10. Large 
amounts of beer cause a marked rise. 
oe alcoholic drinks cause a sharp short 
r 

Habitual drinkers develop a chronic high 
pressure, not much augmented by a single 
drink. Excessive smoking during a short 
period of time causes a rise of 20. Habitual 
smokers usually havea low pressure. 
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For several years we have been hearing 
much about blood pressure. Average men 
have heard of it, and a fair proportion of 
them have had one or more blood pressure 
examinations. The insurance companies 
want to know the pressure of those whom 
they insure. The companies who offer 
their insured a periodic examination include 
a blood pressure examination. 

Cabot is quoted: by Faught as follows: 

“If I were allowedgonly two instru- 
ments of precision®for@ny aid in physi- 
cal diagnosis they would te the stetho- 
scope and the sphygmomanometer (the 
blood pressure apparatus), I regard this 
measurement of the blood pressure as the 
most important of all the resources that 
have been added to our armamentarium 
as physicians in the last fifteen years,” 
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We are now in possession of statistics 
as to the average length of life of select 
groups having certain blood pressures. 
We can assume that there is no further 
need of stimulating general interest in 
blood pressure. 

The man in _the street wants to k 
his blood pressure. When he goes to/a 
physician for a general physical ex 
ination he knows that, if no blood seals 
sure is made, the examination is not com- 
plete. When he comes up for a life in- 
surance examination he expects to have 
a blood pressure taken. 

What we need now is a better analysis 
and a better understanding of the rela- 
tion of different conditions to blood pres- 
sure. The bald fact that one’s blood 
pressure is 160 is not enough on which 0 
base an opinion. 

e relation, of age to blood pressure 
is somewhat understood, yet some peo- 
ple need to know about that. The rela- 
tionship of eating, drinking, and sleeping, 
of exercise, time of day, posture, excite- 
ment, all this needs to be talked about 
more. By we I mean the general pub- 
lic, who now know enough about the 
basic subject, blood pressure, to le ready 
for the next lesson—namely: the relation 
between systolic, dicstolic, and pulse 
pressure. 

Finally, it is time to begin gencral dis- 
cussion of the relation of different diseases 
to blood pressure and of the possibility of 
raising or lowering blood pressure by 
changing one’s mode slg life.

Ba is not only the underground railroads, 
ers, and conduits of various kinds that 
undermine Paris, but subterranean passages 
and galleries dating 
years. No one knows the extent of this 
ancient portion of underground Paris. Tun- 
nels and subways, the presence of which had 
been unsuspected, are constantly being 
found, and it is no exaggeration to atate 
that it is almost impossible to make any ex- 
cavation along the streets built before the 
nineteenth century without finding subter- 
ranean passages and vaults. True, the state 
maintains an engineer, who bears the title 
of inspector generl of this subterranean re- 
gion, and he has. at his disposal liberal re- 
sources, as well as a large staff, for the pur- 
pose of shoring up wherever the surface 
shows signs of subsidence. But his sub- 
terranean domain has never been entirely 
explored, 
—~oe = 

These underground passages and tunnels 
bear the name of catacombs, but were not 
originally intended as such. Indeed, it is 
difficult to determine their origin, the general 
impression being that they indicate the 
“places whence the stone was extracted with 
which the ancient city of Paris and its Gallic 
predecessor, Lutetia, were built. It was only 
at the.close of the eighteenth century that 
the revolutionary government one day con- 
ceived the idea of converting a portion of 
these tunnels in the stone foundations of 
Paris to sepulchral uses, and from 1789 until 
the end of the revolution all the bones of the 
dead were collected from the various 
churches and cemeteries of Paris, where they 
had been accumulating for centuries, and 
were deposited in the tunnels. It is calcu- 
lated that the remains of over 3,000,000 
human beings were thus disposed of, the 
bones, as a rule, being laid closely in order, 
with their ends outwards, while at regular 
intervals skulls are interspersed in ranges 
so as to present alternate réws of the back 
and front part of the head. The portion of 
underground Paris devoted to these relics 
of humanity is known officially as the * Qs- 
suaire Municipal "'—the municipal bonery— 
and strictly speaking it is only this part 
that should be known as the catacombs; but 
it forms a relatively small portion of the en- 
tire maze of tunneling beneath the surface 
of Paris, which is to such an extent under- 
mined that the city may almost be said to be 
built on pillars and buttresses rather than 
on solid ground.

Of the advantages which these subter- 
ranean passages offer to the criminal classes, 
it is hardly necessary to speak, and many a 
robbery has been perpetrated by burglars 
making their way into cellars, through tun- 
nels, the existence.of which was unknown 
to the owner of the house. It is with the 


back many hundreds of | 


object of protecting the Bank of France from 
burglarious invasions of this kind that that 
institution has been provided with a most 
ingenious system of tanks, which would have 
the effect of discharging an enormous volume 
of water into any tunnel that.thieves might 
endeavor to bore from’the secret subways 
beneath the city, into the vaults of the bank. 
The disappearance of the water from the 
tanks has the effect of starting off a burglar 
alarm. At the close of the Commune insur- 
rection of 1870 a number of insurgents are 
known to have sought refuge in this under- 
ground portion of Paris, and owing to the 
abpence of any charts or plans, the authori- 
ties were soon obliged to give up the searches. 
It is understood that the majority of the 
fugitives got lost below ground and starved 
to death, although some are known to have 
escaped, But even to this day the so-called 
catacombs or carrieres afford a hiding place 
for the criminal classes, where they are rela- 
tively safe from intrusion on the part of the 
police, who only venture to the outer gal- 
leries, and do not attempt to involve them- 
selves in the maze of passages and sub- 
ways which remain to them terra incognita. 
Occasionally, when the Seine floods its banks, 
or when there are such cloudbursts as the 
other day, there are sudden and mysterious 
irruptions of water into these tunnels, and 
subsidences such as those of a fortnight ago 
ensue.

Through the suicide at Dundee on Wednes- 
day last, of the octogenarian Lord Forbes, 
his next brother, the Hon. Atholl Forbes, 
himself considerably over seventy years of 
age, succeeds to the family honors and es- 
tates, as well as to the dignity of Premier 
Baron of Scotland. The estates are situated 
in’ Aberdeenshire, extend over an area of 
about 20,000 acres, and include Castle 
Forbes, which has been in the possession of 
the family ever since a knight of the name 
of Fergus obtained from King William the 
Lion a royal grant of the lands of Forbes, on 
the Downside, in 1236. The castle is a grand 
old place, which has many stories attached 
to it, namely one about a White Lady who 
is supposed to walk a certain corridor, in 
connection with a murder perpetrated in 
that portion of the edifice. 

The new Lord Forbes, who is the twentieth 
of his line, has an only son and namesake, 
who is a captain of the Grenadier guards. 
The barony carriés with it the chieftaincy 
of the great Scottish clan of Forbes, to which 
the Earl of Granard, as well as the Forbses 
of Pitsligo, of Newe and of Tolquhoun, be- 
long. In olden times their wealth was enor- 
mous. But the heads of the house were over- 
whelmed with ruin in connection with the 
ill fated Darien scheme of 200 years ago.

The late Lord Forbes, who for certain ro- 
mantic and chivalrous reasons, always re- 
fused to marry, seldom visited his estates, 
and from the time of his succession to the 
title in 1868, until his death—that is to say, 
forty-six years, gave over the use of Forbes 
castle to his father’s second wife and widow, 
who will now presumably have to vacate it. 
He used to divide his time between the Bed- 
ford hotel at Edinburgh, where he slept, 
and the New club next door, where he spent 
the greater part of the day. 

He was anh enthusiastic adherent of the 
Episcopal church of Scotland, and not long 
ago delivered in public an address which 
claimed to prove that if the Christian saints 
of the first three centuries returned to earth 
the Scottish Episcopal church would be the 
only religious communion in which they 
could possibly find themselves at home.

Gracious- 
ness is compatible with many habits of mind. 
It may flicker and dance in vivacity, or glow 
sweetly through August gravity. But it im- 
plies always good will, a nature without 
grudging or spite, a desire to spread a gentle 
and a joyful influence, to see people at their 
happiest and their best. 

It is the supreme virtue of hostesses. With

VIENNA CONGRESS 


European Nations Will Ob- 
serve Anniversary of 
Futile Meeting. 


TWO OF ITS OMISSIONS.

Preparations are being made for celebrat- 
ing in the fall, in the Austrian capital, the 
one hundredth anniversay of the congress of 
Vienna. It was a congress that was com- 
posed not merely of the greatest statesmen 
of the day but also of their respective sov- 
ereigns, and it met for the purpose of recon- 
structing the map of Europe after the chaos 
to which it had been reduced by Emperor 
Napoleon. 


The monarchs and statesmen assembled in 
congress at Vienna boasted that they were 
building for all time and that their work 
would endure forever; they declared that the 
arrangements which they were making 
would insure peace so lasting as to render 
practically impossible the recurrence of 
war. Yet within a year afterwards Na- 
poleon had escaped from Elba, and the battle 
of Waterloo was fought in the neighbor- 
hood of Brussels, while today but little, if 
any, of the fabric so carefully constructed 
by the congress remains. Every country 
represented has either gained or lost terri- 
tory at the expense or to the advantage of 
its neighbors, Great Britain showing the 
smallest change, since the only modification 
of ‘its area has been its voluntary cession 
of the tiny island of Heligoland in the North 
sea to Germany and of the Ionian islands in 
the Mediterranean to Greece. 


Forget About Iceland. 

Although the members of the congress pub- 
licly prided themselves on the fact that noth- 
ing had escaped their attention, and that they 
had provided for everything, yet there were 
two items of considerable size which they 
overlooked. One was Iceland and the other 
Spitzbergen. The former is about twice the 
size of Scotland and three times as large as 
Denmark. This Scandinavian kingdom had 
incurred the wrath of the great powers by 
its espousal of the cause of Emperor Napo- 
leon, and accordingly the congress deprived 
it of Norway, which was added to the do- 
minions of King Charles of Sweden (ex- 
French Marshal Bernadotte), who had helped 
to defeat Bonaparte. Had the members of 
the congress remembered the existence of 
Iceland, they would undoubtedly have ac- 
corded it either to Norway and Sweden or to 
Great Britain. They would certainly not 
have leftitto Denmark. But the Danes were 
allowed to retain it, merely because no one 
at Vienna happened to think about it. In 
fact, no mention of Iceland is to be found in 
the records of the discussion of the congress. 
The Icelanders have always regretted this 
oversight. For they have never liked Danish 
rule, which they condemn as oppressive, 
During the past hundred years they have 
been constantly fighting for more and more 
autonomy, and are now bent on complete 
secession from Denmark and the establish- 
ment of a republic of Iceland. 


American Interests in Spitzbergen. 

Since Iceland was overlooked by the con- 
gress, it is only natural that Spitzbergen 
should have likewise escaped its attention. 
Long a subject of dispute between various 
maritime powers, its future administration 
and ownership is the subject of an interna- 
tional congress now in session at Christiania 
which is endeavoring to repair the neglect of 
the congress of Vienna in 1814. The Spitzen- 
bergen gathering is a congress in which not 
only Russia, Great Britain, Holland, Den- 
mark, Sweden, and Germany are represented 
but also the United States, which did not fig- 
ure at the congress of Vienna 100 years ago. 
For the archipelago is possessed of great 
mineral wealth, including particularly rich 
veins of gold, and a number of American syn- 
dicates are already engaged in working them, 
Indeed, the American interests in the archi- 
pelago are quite valuable. 


BRITISH SQUADRON AT KIEL; _ 
PRESS CHILLY TO OFFICERS. 


BERLIN, June 27.—The Kiel regatta, with 
the visit of the British squadron to that 
place, has been the attraction this week in the 
Gerinan sporting and social world. The Ger- 
man officers have been most cordial in their 
reception of their British colleagues, who 
were guests 6f the kaiser on the imperial 
yacht Hchenzollern on Friday. Previously 
the kaiser paid a visit to the battleship King 
George Vil., and, as he is an admiral of the 
fleet in the Bewtish navy, he was virtually 
in cemmand of the ships for over an hour, 
‘he. kaiser was cordial in his greetings of 
the British officers. The German news- 
papers are very lukewarm in their welcomes 
to the visiting squadron, |

A. G. T., Chicago—The business of Deere 
& Co. was established by John Deere in 
18387 and was incorporated in 1867. The 
company manufactures and sells steel 
plows, farm implements, vehicles, tools, 
etc., and besides owning an extensive 
plant at Moline, Ill., has various branches 
and owns timber land in Arkansas 
and Louisiana. Control of the company is 
vested in a voting trust expiring in 1920, 
which holds all the common stock except that 
preferred holders may elect a majority of 
the directors when four dividends on pre- 
ferred stock have defaulted. There is $37,- 
828,500 preferred and $20,304,100 common 
stock outstanding. On subsidiary companies 
$1,569,500 bonds were assumed by Deere & 
Co. and other obligations to the amount of 
$200,000 serial debenture 5 per cent bonds and 
$3,000,000 serial 5 per cent notes.

Debentures. 

“ Debenture bonds,” which are issued by 
many corporations under a variety of names, 
are not, strictly speaking, bonds. They are 
commonly nothing more than notes, very 
likely issued in coupon form and having 
precedence over preferred and common 
stocks, but not secured by any mortgage. 

The “bonds” now issued by certain real 
estate companies are really debentures. 
Many examples could be given of such issues 
which are advertised as “bonds,” not 
through intent to deceive the purchaser but 
rather because so many possible buyers do 
not know exactly what a debenture is. 

Railroad companies, whose securities are 
generally bought by banks or large investors 
familiar with the language of the “ street ” 
frequently sell such securities under their 
correct name of ‘ debentures.” These is- 
gues run usually only for a short term of 
years and are put out as a temporary ex- 
pedient preparatory to some more perma- 
nent form of financing. 

The desirability of a “debenture bond ” 
as an investment depends largely on the 
financial status of the corporation by which 
it is issued, and on the amount of indebted- 
ness having a prior claim. According to 
Montgomery Rollins, the authority on bonds, 
no foreclosure can be accomplished in case 
of default. The holder of a “ debenture ”’ is 
legally only a noteholder, and must take 
what he can get after all prior claims are 
satisfied. 

There was a general custom some years 
ago en the part of form mortgage companies 
to issue what were then known as deben- 
tures. As stated above, such issues are 
now not uncommonly called bonds. The old 
practice was for the farm mortgage com- 
pany to deposit perhaps $220,000 worth of 
mortgage, par value, with some trust com- 
pany and issue against these $200,000 of 
*‘debentures’”’ bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest than the mortgages. There was sup- 
posed to be leas risk to the investor in buying 
one of these debentures than in buying any 
specific mortgage of the $220,000 worth.

A statement freely made in Wall street 
since announcement of the Claflin failure, 
and one which has been permitted to go 
pretty well unchallenged, is that this failure 
marks the passing of another milepost 
toward eventual elimination of the middle- 
man in trade. The jobber, it was heard this 
week, is threatened more than ever before 
with being forced out of business, not so 
much because of exterior forces as because 
he is unable to make the profit which he 
should. The Claflin house sought by brave 
means to ward off the inevitable, but in vain. 

Professed students of affairs, who have for 
years protested agzinst continuance of the 
jobbing system, branding it as the relic of a 
period when business was conducted on an 
unscientific basis, found in Thursday’s failure 
a large example. Theat proved, as had previ- 
ously been proved over and over again, that 
the micdleman’s profits no longer make pos- 
sible his survival. Producer and consumfr, 
in the evolution of scientific business, are 
being brought closer together. 

That the time is approaching when more 
manufacturers will sell direct to the retailer, 
if not the actual consumer, may well be be- 
lieved. Development of advertising and im- 
proved distribution methods have altered 
business currents and cut new channels in 
the last decade

When Mrs. Beecham was Miss Utica 
Welles she displayed the great intelligence 
and unusuai beauty which characterized the 
famous Claflin sisters, and they took great 
interest In her. Her father, Dr. Charlies C. [ 
Welles, a New York physician living in Lon- 
don, allowed the daughter to study medicine, 
and she was about 18 years old when she 
obtained her degree with honors, 

When shé married Thomas Beecham eleven 
years ago he was estranged from hie father 
and was an unknown quantity in the mu- 
sical world, His father had no faith in the 
son's ability and had cut off his allowance 
because he would not go into business, If it 
had not been for the encouragement of his 
young wife and the sacrifices she made at 
the time Thomas Beecham would never have 
“ arrived,’’ and his father, as his impresario, 
would not have won the title. 

Since her marriage the world has heard 
nothing about her. She lives quietly in the 
country most of the time, attending to her 
two sons and allowing her erratic spouse 
to live his own life according to his own 
ideas. 

A year or so ago, when he figured as the 
co-respondent in a lively divorce scandal, in 
which the husband obtained the decree; Mrs. 
Beecham came out of her retirement to say 
that she had not the slightest intention of 
bringing divorce proceedings herself; that 
she would remain by her husband’s side.

Johnson’s Terrific Uppercuts 
Factor in Defeat of Younger 
White Opponent. 


TITLED WOMEN APPLAUD. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PARIS, June 27.—Jack Johnson still holds 
the heavyweight championship of the world. 
In the battle at the Vélodrome d’Hiver to- 
night he easily defeated Frank Moran of 
Pittsburgh on points in a twenty round con- 
test.

Terrific uppercuts, on which Johnson had 
relied in many of his previous battles, were 
again: brought into play on his young ad- 
versary, who was unable effectively to block 
them. They were repeatedly sent to Moran’s 
jaw when he least expected them, and sev- 
eral times with such force that the Pitts- 
burgher was sent wabbling. But there was 
not a single knockdown or anything that 
looked like a finishing blow, At the close 
Moran's face was bleeding from cuts on the 
nose and under the left eye; Johnson showed 
no marks. | 

Towards the middle of the contest it ap- 
peared as if Moran would not last the twenty 
rounds, but he showed courage and kept 
driving. Although he landed a number of 
times on the negro, his blows lacked force 
and were comparatively ineffective. Now 
and then he swung wildiy through space, 
Johnson being several feet away. 


Takes Punishment Well. 

Moran took his punishment well, and during 
parts of rounds the negro toyed with him 
when he saw that he could do so without 
danger. Towards the end Johnson had the 
Pittsburgher absolutely at his mercy. Mo- 
ran apparently feared he would be finished 
and clung to Jahnson’s body for support, try- 
ing at the same time to land, but without 
success. 

Moran’s manner of fighting and holding in 
the latter part of the contest was the cause 
of unfavorable comment. The tactics of 
Johnson on several occasions also brought a 
caution from the referee as well as a storm 
of jeers from the. crowd. Many of the French 
spectators, who seemingly did not under- 
stand the fine points of boxing, voiced their 
objection to infighting, but cheered any re- 
sounding harmless whacks.

A little fruit at a time is one of the rules 
for success. Currant jelly made a few cups 
at a time is far better than when made in 
larger quantities. Even when a good deal is 
made, only a tew cups should be cooked at 
one time in a kettle. It is also best to cook 
the juice for ten minutes before adding the 
sugar, Sugar and fruit juice cooked to- 
gether for any length of time, unless at a 
low temperature, are likely to be strong, and 
@ poor combination when old.

The length of time to cook depends upon 
the kind and ripeness of the fruit.

Strawberries. 

The only positive rule about putting up 
strawberries is that the frit should be as 
nearly perfect as possible. They should be 
washed before hullng them and well drained. 
A heavy sirup is certainly needed for good 
reasons. The berry contains over 90 per cent 
of water and is one of the fruits containing 
the least sugar. It has but 1 per cent more 
than the olive. It sems much sweeter than 
it really is, when it is ripe, because it has 
BO little acid. Its flavor also is one of the 
most ethereal. Pound for pound of sugar 
put up with the berries in layers and allowed 
to stand some hours before they are cooked 
without water is one method of procedure, 
but the » best method of putting up strawber- 
ries an not yield successful results unless 
the work is‘ done with great care and good 
judgment. There is no preserve which more 
quickly deteriorates if every condition has 
not been favorable. 


| Jelly Bases. 

Bef re the apple comes rhtbarb juice may 
be with strawberries, peaches, and other 
fruits for jellies. The spring rhubarb makes 
the best jellies, but it may be used well into 
the summer if' one learns how to cook it. 
The thing to keep in mind is that the juice is | 
rather mucilaginous, so that when itappears | 
thick it may not be sufficiently cooked so 
that it will jelly. A few drops of lemon Juice 
will help it to jelly.

We meed far more fruit in summer than in 
winter, and there are many periods during 
the hot weather when fresh fruit ts scarce 
and high. It is then an economy to eat our 
preserves and to empty our cans ready for 
the fall preserving time. If we do not eat 
these things at the most enjoyable stage, we 
deprive ourselves of excellent food and 
tinally get far less for our work, since they 
inevitably deteriorate in flavor and are less 
palatable. To be sure we cannot replace our 
strawberries until another season comes 
round, but strawberry preserves kept till 
then are no great treasure. One large table- 
spoon of even old currant jelly is a great 
addition to a summer giass of various sorts 
of drinks, and the fresh jelly is far better. 


There is an amusing difference of opinion 
about the amount of sugar to use, but a beau- 
tiful jelly can be made with the same meas- 
ure of sugar as juice. To make with rasp- 
berries half of the juice should be of rasp- 
berry. The jelly bag should never be squeezed 
in elther cape. The gain in drops is little 
and a dull instead of a sparklingly bright 
jelly may result.

As the heavy woman wrinkles her clothes 
easily she should select nonwrinkable ma- 
terials. Thus shé siiould avoid linens even 
for her separate skirt; a fine twilled,. soft 
pique, or one of the ratines that is not too 
rough will give her far more satisfaction. 
For one piece frocks for day wear the cotton 
volles, some of the finer cotton crépes, and 
any of the Swissés in darker tones will prove 
most serviceable, 

For afternoon and evening dresses voll, 
batiste, silk mull, dotted swiss, and certain 
of the silk and cLtton fabrics that are cling- 
ing and soft will prove useful and becoming. 
The nets and all over shadow lace in small 
design are also possible for her, but I warn 
you all such sheer materials will soon wear 


into holes under the arms and over the hips 
or wherever there is the least strain, so do. 


not put too much money into them. 

As this figure looks at its best In black, 
nothing is more useful for summer evenings 
than a low necked black dress of lace crépe 
de chine or net. The black cotton goods soon 
turn rusty. As the stout woman feels the 
heat, there are Many evenings when it will 
be a great boon to jump into a gown of this 
sort that does not require fussing with one’s 
lingerie, Of course one may use a half worn 
party dress, provided it is not too warmly 
lined, but the better plan is to make a simple 
gown cut with a s‘raight, slightly gathered 
skirt, and a surplice kimono bodice cut in a 
modest V front and back and with loose 
pleeves drooping at the back and just turn- 
ing the curve of the elbow in front. Join at 
the waist line and cover with a rfdbon girdle. 
Wide lace flouncing can be bought in the 
stores rather cheaply now and is easily made 
into a gown. It is useful without lining to 
be worn over separate princess slips Make 
these slips of thin china silk or the colored 
ones may even be of silk mull. 

I disapprove of shortening the lines of the 
stout woman by tunics, but if you must have 
one choose the new Russian form and make it 
an inch or two lonrer than is worn by the 
siender woman; A gracéful, simple tunic 
frock to be worn over a white or colored slip 
can be made of white cotton net tucked in 
half inch léngthwise tucks their own width 
apart. These are fitted close.over the hips 
to avoid bunchiness and end eight inches 
above the bottom of the tunic. This may 
either be finished with a machine hem- 
stitched hem or can be trimmed with a Cluny 
or Irish lace edging four inches deep, put on 
without fullness. If desired, this tunic can 
be three inches shorter in front and slope to 
the back. aie slanting line is rather be- 
coming. 

The bodice’ may be cut on raglan lines 
slightly crossing in front and back to form 
a shallow V, or it can be made with the long 
shirred seam. from the shoulder line to the 
end of the ball sleeve, which ends above or 
below the elbow, as preferred, and five quar- 
ter inch tucks sloping from the seam both on 
fronts and at the back. Trim the end of the 
sleeves as is the bottom of the tunic. The 
top of the blouse may be finished in an Inch 
wide box plaiting of tho net or may be more 
becoming and ¢asier to launder with an inch 
hem machine hemstitched. This can be used 
even when the lace rinaing is preferred 
elsewhere. | 

Contrary to usual opinion! the soft, rather 
broad crush girdle is more becoming to the 
stout than a inarrow hard waist line that 
emphasizes hips. 

Such a model is good for black net or one 
of the fine white o~ colored voijles. If pre- 
ferred, instead of wearing with the silk sep- 
arate slip, the entire frock may be made, 
using a foundation skirt of the net finished 
at the bottom with a five inch hemstitched 
hem. Where lace trimmed, a half inch in- 


sertion to match can be set above this hem | § 


without unduly shortening the lines. By the 
way, never wear short skirts. Let them just 
clear the ground, and whenever possible a 
short train. | 

Here are some things to avoid in choosing 
your patterns: 

Tunics, especially those with an excessive 
flare—happily the greatly beruffled ones are 
already past their first favor. The long Rus- 
sjan tunic is permissible. 

Bustle and pannier effects. Much plaiting, 
save in soft materials, where the long nar- 
row tuck cr box plait is not bad if well fitted 
over the hip, Accordion plaiting is some- 
times becoming, but not serviceable.

It shoul be that of hearty welcome, enthusi- 
astic coJperation and help. It means much 
to men to have women’s sphere enlarged, their 
characters broadened, their capabilities devel- 
oped; it means help, and, what is more, it 
means understanding, truer companionship. 
But the natural male is hostile to a change 
in his womankind. And there is the incubus 


of caste prejudice. I remember well my own 
dislike of coeducation when I first began te’

City Gardens 


Aim of Austin Experiment. 


HE greatest truck farm in the world 
may be seen Inside the city limits of 
Chicago within the next few years if 


the Austin community garden experi- 
ment has the desired result—a farm that will 
produce more than $1,000,000 a year for the 
poor of the city. 

If less than half of the people of the dity 
had back yards, and if they used them for 
raising garden truck this farm would cover 
an area of 240,000,000 square feet. 

Mr. Swits of the Austin Y. M. C. A. started 
the Austin community gardens with the in- 
tention of teaching the children how to cut 
down the cost of living by raising vegetables. 
The children are shown in the demonstration 
garden the methods of gardening, what to 
plant, and how to plant it, and how to rotate 
the vegetables in order to get the best re- 
sults. They are taught to keep accounts 
which show what the seeds cost them, what 
they received for everything they sold, and 
what the vegetables ured for the family 
were worth. By so doing the child is able to 
figure out how much he made by his labor, 

The children who are allowed to make gar- 
densa in their own back yards then trot home 
and become little farmers, but the ones who 


are not able to make a garden of their own 
at home are given pilots 15x18 in the com- 
munity garden. There are twenty-five of 
these plots this year, and twenty-five agricul- 
turists are tending to their own littie farma, 

Plans for the garden, showing just where 
to plant each kind ef vegetable, and instruc- 
tions where to buy the seeds and what to pay 
for them are given to the boys. 

Arthur kL. Ward of the Chicago Central 
Y. M. C. A., who has been working with Mr. 
Swits, believes that the community garden 
will have the following results: It will give 
the boys knowledge of how to grow vege- 
tables. The boys who have their own gar- 
dene soon resent trespassing by other boys 
on their farms, and as a result they have 
more corsideration for the property of others. 
The boys will lead an outdoor life while 
working, as well as when playing “run 
sheepy.” Back lots that are now an eye- 
sore because of bristles, tin cans, and the 
corpus delicti of a former feline pet, will be 
cleared and beautiful—if one loves the ap- 
pearance of turnip plants and potato vinea 
The cost of living will be cut to some extent— 
a few of the boys are going to try gardening 
on a somewhat extensive scale, and may 
earn from $20 to $80 for their summer's 
work. 


Small prizes are to be awarded to the child 
who has the best garden, and who gives it 
the best care. 

Mr. Ward believes that by planting small 
fruits and vegetables, and by maising chick- 
ens the back yards of the city may be made 


to produce an appreciable amount of the 


family’s food. He thinks that in the smaller 
cities of the country, et least, plants, shrubs, 
an4 fruit trees should be supplied at small 
cost by the city, so that the poorer classes 
could get them without too great en expend- 
iture. 

“The average family of mederae means,” 
Mr. Ward deciarea, “ probably buys $8 worth 
ef ple plant during the season. Six pilante 
along a fence—and they are decorative as 
well as edible—would produce the same 
amount, at stere prices. Asparagus can be 
started easily, and will continue to grow 
without further planting, and this vegetable 
weuld cut $5 off of the family’s grocery bill. )

Martha had the gift of common sense that 
makes @ gardener. The gledioli taught 


-her how to treat them, for when the tall 


plants drooped she knew they needed to be 
tied to stakes, when a weed grew too close 
it hac to be pulled out as it drank the water 
and ate the nourishment from the ground, 
and when the earth was sunbaked Martha 
watered at night and broke with a hoe dur~- 
ing the day. Her gladioll had coset on an 
average 7 cents a bulb, and as her planting 
had begun in May and she did not get the 
last one in until the Fourth of July, the 
flowers extended over a long season, 

From the simple sheaf of bloom of a decade 
ago, the gladiolus tribe has become a wonder 
of color, As a money maker in a village 
garden it has few equals. The blossoms 
open in water and stay fresh a number of 
days. 


~o- 

Boxes of vegetables om a porch are prac- 
tical and make a fine contrast bo the flowers. 
Take soap or other boxes, scatter stones and 
broken flower pots in the bottom for a drain- 
age system, and if you have no earth, order 
some from a florist who will deliver well 
fertilized soil. Sow-lettuce, young onions, 
and parsley for salad. The white bush 
beans are ornamental and will give a mess 
or two. Cucumber plants may be trained 
to climb strings, and tomatoes will hang over 
the sides of the box and bear fruit. 

A tomato barrel pays for attenltion, Take 
an apple or flour barrel, cut holes five inches 
square at different heights on the sides of 
the barrel. Fill the barrel to the top with 
well fertilized earth, and set tomato plants 
in the holes, two or three in a group, with 
four or five on top of the barrel. If they 
crowd too much some can be pulled out leter. 
The finest varieties of yellow and red beef- 
steak tomatoes have been grown in this way.

Sweet Williams and pinks are the glory of 
the perennial garden. Sweet Williams are 
easily transplanted and when they ere ia 
bloom is the time to maké a selection of 
color. They are hardy plants, and the rich 
reds, quaint rings and eyes, and fringed 
flowers are a pleasure when more delicate 
plants refuse to bloom. The fragrant pinks 
are best for bouquets. Some are annuels 
and others perennials, and a selection of 
both is worth while. 

Nasturtiumis do well on a sandy spot. If 
planted now they will waste no time in 
growing up to flowers. The old style ver- 
bena is equally reliable ina sandy soil. Buy 
plants or seeds. ‘The pink, white, and lav- 
ender colored blossoms are sweet smelling 
and look well at a distance.

Morning glories ask for nothing but 
strings. The amateur planter should re- 
member that climbers will not thrive unless 
some support is given them. A sunny room 
may be kept cool in the morning by @ screen 
of morning glories grown in pots on the win- 
dow sill. - The scariet runner, minetta vine, 
and moon flower niay be used the same way. 

Every porch should have its trumpet 
creeper. It is safe to transplant wistarias, 
trumpet creepers, or bitter sweet at any 
time. If done with care transplanting may 
be carried on all summer. 

The bugs, leaf eaters, and other garden 
pests hate to be interfered with. Let the 
gardener keep busy weeding, stirring among 
the plants, and occasionally sprinkling an

Mr. Oldberg is applying the dia- 
coveries of physics to harmony and intends 
to use the overtones—to write some of them 
into the music. His other method, which he 
uses extensively in the new “ Impromptu ” 
and an “ Arabesque,'’ js what he says is the 
logical development of the chord. The re- 
sult is unusual. t he does apparently 
is to continue the chord beyond the octave 
in intervals of three notes. 

However logical the theory of harmony 
may be, it fs certainly modern logic and very 
close logic at that. Mr. Oldberg says dep- 
recatingly that he is rather “ academic ” 
and admits that academic ingenuity has a 


- strong appeal for him. He does not expect, 


he frankly admits, that many persons will 
| understand and enjoy his modern works. 
The writer genuinely enjoyed a third hearing 
of the * Impromptu.” The explanation of it—

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ENUS in July is about forty degrees 
east of the sun, the “ evening etar ”’ 
of supreme beauty. Look foritin the 
west in the evening. Late in July it 

‘pets about 9 o'clock. The planets, of which 


Venus is the sixth of the sun’s family in size, 
range through the heavens so that frequent- 
ly one may be taken by the cashal observer 
for one of the suns, one of the “ fixed "’ stars. 

The planets, shining by reflected light, are 
steady, without the scintillation of the stars 
which are points of fire. Planets are lumin- 
ous as the sun shines on them. Stars are 
@une. Planets are near enough to the earth 
to be perceived as disks. Stars are points of 
light. 

The points of visible dissimilarity are suffi- 
eient to lead the observer out of doubt even 
when the planets go through the constella- 
tions and might be confused with the first 
magnitude stars which the planets outshine 
because of the great distances of the stars 
from the earth.

Venus is the twin sister of the earth. Its 
Giameter is nearly 7,700 miles.

25,000,000 miles away. When it is on the 
other side of the sun and farthest away is 
about 160,000,000 miles away. 

The nearest of the great stars is Sirius. 
Its distance from the earth is only eight 
light years, about forty-eight trillion miles. 
The planets may be regarded as next door 
neighbors of the earth, as they are. 

Although Venus at present is the superb 
spectacle of the evening sky, and although 
it is the best known and most sentimental. zed 

Star” of the’ heavens, it cannot stir the 
active imagination as one of the distant suns 
can. The difference, if there were no other, 
is that between life and death, power and 
passivity, vitality and inertia. 

The stars are grow:ng or declining suns; 
the planets are dead satellites. Venus, its 
méah distance from the sun being 67,200,000 
miles, revolves around the sun in 224.7 days, 
and this period is its year.

Venus. like Mercury, has no seasons. It 
receives twice as much light from the sun as 
does the earth, but the dense atmosphere, the 
cloud veil, tempers the heat.

It ie sald that there are no known conéi- 
tions on Venus making life as we know it 
imposeible. Such life would be in’the sunny 
zone of the pla! >t if it existed. If there were 
life on the planet the spectacle of the earth 
with its moon would be to observation on 
Venus far more beautiful than the epectacle 
of Venus le iv £ 6 earth 

When Venus is brightest to us only about 
one-quarter of its surface is illuminated by 
the sun. Nearly the whole surface of the 
earth is illuminated and turned.on Venus 
and soon after the planet disappears in the 
daylight the earth appears to it like a full 
moon.

A car fitted with demountable rims 
should carry at least two spares, besides a 
couple of extra inner tubes, the usual tire 
repair tools and pump, and an inner liner for 
use should a casing go wrong. And a pair of 
anti-skid chains should always be carried, 
for a man never knows on what sort of road 
he will find himself and what kind of a deluge 
be may encounter.

While grease is generally used 
in transmission cases, the same remarks as 
in axle bearings apply; it should be light in 
body, and further, it is well to add oil from time 
to time to ineure the lubricant reaching parts 
Many in- 
stances have been found when grease is used of 


| guch a heavy nature that the gears have simply 
Drive with care and moderately on roads 


cut a hole in it, the grease beiig too stiff te flow. 
Under such circumstances no adequate lubrica- 
tion can exist. We do not advocate graphite ia 
any form. 

In addition to the axle and transmission bear- 
ings, there are frequently other anti-friction bear- 
ings mounted in the various parts of the car. 
The location of these bearings should be care- 
fully noted, and the same care given them so far 
as lubrication and cleaning is conoerned as above 
specified. It is obvious that bearings located 
outside of the axie or transmission case require 
more individual aitention than bearings mounted 
in such cases. 


All anti-friction bearinge should be thoreughly 
cleaned in gasoline at least once a year. The 
more frequently and effectively this is done the 
better service the bearings will render. When 
they haye been cleaned, the housing or case in 
which the bearings are mounted shouid be thdr- 
oughly flushed out, and the bearings should be 
packed in a light body grease and reassembied 
or mounted as before. : 

Cleaning is extremely important and adds much 
to the life of the bearing. Fvwreign matter, euch 
as grit, chips or ordinary dirt or abrasive ma- 
terial grinds the rollers as well as the inner and 
outer races. This meang looseness or play in 
the bearing which is particularly objectionable 
in the case of bearings supporting gears. Abra- 
sive material of this character comes from gears 
which necessarily wear and frequently chip.

hibition amendment, effective that day, all 
breweries, saloons, and distilleries must be 
rid of their entire stock. There must not be 
a drop of any spirituous or malt liquors 
left at midnight, Tuesday, June 30, 


In anticipation of the dry régime, there 
are bargains in booze throughout the state 
these days and residents are stocking up 


with the stuff in their own homes. Business 
in intoxicants has never been s0 good as in 
the last week, not alone because of the bar- 


gains, but because beginning with July 1, 


the only place the resident of this state may 
legally slake his thirst with intoxicants will 
be in the home. 

Despite the fact that the Yost prohibition 
amendment is the most stringent in effect in 
any of the prohibition states, the resident of 
this state may keep intoxicants in his own 
home, he may treat his friends in modera- 
tion, and he may receive shipments from 
other states, the only provision being that he 
must sign himself for receipt of the ship- 
ments, 

State Tax Commissioner Fred O, Blue, who 
also becomes state prohibition commissioner 
when the new law becomes effective, in in- 
terpreting the Yost amendment has declared 
that one may keep intoxicants in his home 
and that he may serve it to his friends, but 
moderately. He must not sell it or have 
friends come to his home for the sole pur- 
pose of drinking, and the amount of intoxi- 
cants he has in his home must be “ mod- 
erate,"’ 


Crimp in State’s Revenue. 

The amendment will put a crimp in the 
revenues of state, county, and city, and 
financial bodies are now devising ways and 
means of securing revenue from other 
sources, All gorts of new taxes are being 
proposed in the cities and taxes will be in- 
creased all along the line. Automobiles 
seem to appeal especially as an article sub- 
ject to tax. In this city it has been pro- 
posed to make corporations pay a license, 
but it has been found this cannot legally 
be done. 

Prohibition in this state puts 500 saloons, 


: 80 breweries, 25 wholesale liquor houses, and 


15 distilleries out of business and practical- 
ly confiscates property worth millions of 
dollars. The loss of revenue to the state is 
fully $700,000 annually and the total loss to 
cities and counties is several million dollars. 
The loss to Wheeling, with its 107 saloons, 
4 breweries, and 4 wholesale liquor houses, 
is $105,000. The city of Charleston, the cap- 
ital, with sixty-five establishments where in- 
toxicants are either made or sold, is $65,000 
annually. 

Gov. Hatfield and Commissioner Blue have 
planned for a rigid enforcement of the prohi- 
bition laws. In this they will have the oo- 
operation of city and county officials, who 
have planned to wage a merry war on boot- 
leggera. To this end al] the habitual drunk- 
ards of the state have been listed and fur- 
nished to the state officiala by city and 
county officers. It is believed these will be 
the men among whom the bootleggers wi)! 
ply their traffic and they will be kept under 
close surveillance. 


Ohio Agrees to Co-operate, 

Ohio officials have also agreed to codpere 
ate with the officials of this state in prevent- 
ing the carrying on of liquor traffic along the 
Ohio river. State officials learned of a scheme 
that had been concocted whereby a boat was 
to operate down the Ohio river, loaded with 
booze to be sold on the boat, which would 
not touch the West Virginia shore. It was 
thought this could be done without violating 
any law, as purchasers would run out to 


the steamer in small craft and haul their 


purchases ashore. State officials, however, 
have come out with the announcement that 
this will be illegal because all of the Ohio 
river bordering along this state and extend- 
ing to the Ohio shore is part of West Vir- 
ginia’s domain. 

City officials believe next Tuesday, the last 
day, will witness more drunkenness than on 
any single day in the state's history. It will 
be the last siand of the tanks, and they are 
preparing for a cleanup. 

The anti-saloon element fs also planning 
to celebrate that night. There will be serv- 
ices in the churches, parades, fireworks, 
ringing of belis, and tooting of whistles, It 
will be a big jamboree all around.

Effect of Environment.

of questionable character where many of the. 
boarders lead loose lives, the temptation to 
fall into their ways will be great unless she 
has other friends in the city to warn her 
of her danger, 


Foreign Girls Endangered. 

“And it is the girls who have no friends 
here—girls who come here fresh from the 
country or from Europe—whom we will try 
to protect from the pitfalls of the city by 
obtaining a list of desirable rooms where 
they may board at small cost with no di- 
rect danger to their morals.”

Men can't fight evil alone. They cannot 
attain that type of manhood without the 
ald of the ‘ older girls.’ 


Must Stand by Brothers. 

“ When a girl dresses slovenly, young men 
know she is not careful about her person 
and are tempted to do and say things that 
are not utterances of the champions of the 
new manhood. If you convey ideas of your 
propriety to the young men with whom you 
keep company they will learn to respect 
you. Young men take a girl at the girl’s 
own estimation of herself. 


Says “Spooning” Is Crime. 

“It is your business to pass the word elong 
to girls with whom you come into contact— 
girls who are likely to ‘ spoon,’ for ‘ spoon- 
ing’ ie a crime against girlhood. It’s a 
crime against womanhood to do anything 
so degrading as ‘ spooning.’’"’

MICHIGAN AVENUE MODEL 


BY FREDERICK S. OLIVER. 

Although much impatience has been, and 
is being expressed by those who are unfa- 
milar with real conditions, at the seeming 
slowness with which the great public im- 
provements forming part of the plan of Ch} 
cago are moving, nevertheless.the consura- 
mation of such improvements is daily be- 
coming nearer. 

If these impatient ones Knew the number 
and the seriousness of obstacles to be over- 
come in such a project, as for instance the 
widening of Twelfth street, they would real- 
ize the amount of time and work necessary 
in the mere launching, to say nothing of 
the completion, of such amimprovement. The 
cause of such apparently unnecessary de- 
lays was set forth recently in a report of 
Chairman Wacker to the Chicago plan com- 
mission, in which Mr. Wacker stated “‘ that 
American cities are entirely lacking in leg- 
islation to permit their proceeding econom- 
ically and expeditiously to carry out city 
planning work. The reason is that the proj- 
ect of developing cities properly is a new 
science in. America.” 

The right of excess condemnation, as the 
chairman s0 ably sets forth, would be an 
invaluable right to Chicago in the matter 
of securing easily and economically such 
great public improvements as our plan com- 
mission is now working out.

Chicago Contractors hnd Architects Predict a 
Business Revival in Building Construction Work. 


CHARLES W. GINDELE, president of 
the Building Construction Empleyers' asgo- 
ciation—The prospects for the summer and 
fall are excellent. There is now about $30,- 
000,000 worth of large building construction 
work underway. Thisincludes skyscrapers, 
factory structures, and flat buildings all over 
the city. By Aug..1 practically all of the 
100,000 building trades workers will be busy 
in Chicago. It is estimated they will receive 
something like $15,000,000 in wages before the 
end of the year. 


WILLIAM P. VARNEY, Hydraulic 
Press Brick company—Building conditions 
just at present are not the brightest in the 
history of the city, but that is no indica- 
tion that we do not look forward to a pros- 
perous year. The brick strike held back 
operations, especially in the construction 
of apartment houses. Owners who contem- 
plated having their buildings ready for rental 
in the fall) are holding back now with the 
intention of starting work in the fall so as 
to have their buildings ready for occupancy 
in the spring. For this reason business 
should be exceptionally good in the fali, It 
is a peculiar fact that no matter how great 
the business depression is in other parts 
of the country, Chicago shows but Httle 
effect of it, especiaily in our lime of busi- 
ness. 


F. SARGENT of Sargent & Lundy— 
We find that the light and power business 
for well established concerns is, generally 
speaking, prosperous, and, notwithstanding 
the depression in other lines, this business 
continues to grow and develop at a very 
fair and satisfactory rate. On the other 
hand, the development of new enterprises 
in this particular line of business ig almost 
at a complete standstill and very little work 
of that kind has been done for the last year. 
Business ¢ormditions are not very favorable 
to an early resumption of activity in this 
particular class of work. 


ALFRED D. PLAMONDON, president 
of Plamondon &* Tetze company—Building 
ané construction conditions are now pretty 
geod and the outlook is still better. All of 
the strike matters which have held back 
construction work are practically cleared up 
ard it is predicted that more money will be 
spent in buiidings in the near future. There 
are several big jobs coming up in the fall 
that | know of and plans are being prepared 
for still more. Actual work will begin short- 
ly on twe or three projects, maybe before 
fall, and the outlook is an optimistic one 
rather than one of financial depression, 


L, WITHERSPOON, vice president of 
the George A. Fuller company—There js not 
much work going on now, but therelsa great 
dea] of unfinished work which will keep us 
busy. We have about $3,500,000 worth of 
construction work now under way here in 
Chicago anc a great deal more in nearby 
cities. Our biggest jobs here are the Lumber 
Exchange, the Steveng building, and the Bor- 
land addition. I am surprised that there is 
not| more new work being undertaken. It 
Is a cheap time/to build, Figures on build- 
ing) materials are now very low. IL idok to 
see things pick up greathy toward the end 
of the year and we are counting on 1015 be- 
ing a boom year in the building line. Despite 


‘the quietness prevailing at present in the 


building field, I should say the outlook is 
entirely hopeful. 


GEORGE S. KINGSIEY,. architect— 
Building conditions in Chicago today are 
very active and have been since the settle- 
ment of the brick strike. Business is pick- 
ing up every day, andlanticipate a very live- 
y fall, \ 

My advice tO investors contemplating 
building would be to make an early start this 
fail for completion early in the spring, be- 
fore the existing agreements between con- 
tractors and unions expire, which will be in 
April and May of next year. Until this 
period the chances are very remote for com- 
pli¢ations in the building line, and it will be 
a good time for building. 

While building will be active in all sec- 
ticns of Chicago, I believe the north side, as 
far north as Evanston, will be especially 
favored. 


ELMER C. JENSEN, Mundie & Jensen, 
architects: We believe the outlook for busi- 
néss in Chicago in the building trades for the 
immediate future will compare favorably 
with similar seasons for a number of years, 
although there seems to be a tendency to 
hésitate in common with other industries, 
due to the prevailing uncertainty. Speculat- 
ive projects are few and uninteresting and 
of small importance, and any shrinkage in 
the total of the year’s business will be traced 
directly to the recent brickmakers’ strike. 
The work under construction and the new 
work being considered for the near future is 
of a substantial character and evidently in- 
tended to meet actual wants. From a labor 
Btandpoint the conditions have seldom been 


‘more favorable for a peaceable season.

The construction of new hotels means that 
old hotels must be rebuilt if their operators 
expect to hold their trade, and this item 
alone will produce millions of new conspruc- 
tions within the next few years. 

Tie destruction of the old Chicago réesi- 
dence district by commercial encroachment 
into the residence area of the near south side 
promises an era of residence construction 
in other districts of steadily increasing voi- 
ume, and that promises a large aggregate. 

From now on fireproof apartments houses 
may be looked upon to produce annually a 
large and increasing volume of building 
construction.

Work on Great Memorial 
Planned by Late Marshall 
Field to Start This Fall. 


THREE YEARS TO BUIED IT 


As soon as the few remaining legal obsta- 
cleg are removed, one of the most stupendous 
pieces of construction work planned for Chi- 
cago—the erection of the new $5,000,U00 Field 
Museum of Natural History—will be under 
way. This buliding, the foundations of 
which are to be started within the year, will 
take three years for compiction and will fur- 
nish work for an army of building: laborers 
cf all trades and crafts. | 

The tmposing structure will be built on a 
terrace six feet high at the southern ex- 
tremity of Grant park, facing northward 
on Twelfth atreet, extended across the 11i- 
mois Central tracks. The thoroughfare 
which will run in front of the structure will 
be! joined with the proposed outer drive, con- 
necting Grant and Jackson parks, by means 
of a bridge. 


Will Be Built of White Marble. 

Plans for the buliding nave been made by 
Graham, Burnham & Co., and it will adé to 
the monumental appearance of the city tn 
compliance with the Chicago plan! The 
exterior of the superstructure, which will 
rise about eighty feet above the terrace, will 
be entirely of Georgia white marble. It wilil 
be treated with a monumental order of Greek 
Ionic architecture, the principal fronts be- 
ing divided into a large pedimented centra! 
pavilion and two long wings terminated by 
a smalier pavilion at each end. Thfs order 
rests upon a styiobate, with windows for 
the working floor. 

The buliding has been planned and designed 
to accomplish three purposes: 

1. The most perfect exhibition rooms that 
coujd be arranged for the display of the mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of scientific collections 
which it will house. 

2 The adequate housing and equipment 
of the scientific working part which belong 
with such collections. 

3. The erection of a building which would 
measure up to the highest standard of archi- 
tecture worthy of a structure to be built as 
a lasting fhemorial and monument fo the 
city and the founder, 

The front of the museum wil! be 700 feet 
long. It will be 350 feet deep. Its genera! 
atrangement provides for a great ceniral 
hall or nave; rising the entire height of the 
building, flanked by transverse exhibition 
halls on both sides, these exhibition halis 
being again united by transverse halls at 
each end of the building. The building will 
be three stories high on each side of the 
central hall. There alse will be a basement. 
The entire building, except the basement and 
third floors, will be used for exhibition pur- 
poses, 


| 
Will Have Large Laboratories, 
The equipment of the basements and third 
floors will” inafude extenstve laboratories, 
with all the factfities and devices of modern 
science; a large photographic rection, a com- 
plete fllmatrating and printing division, 
atudios for imitation and production, and 
suites of work rooms forartists, artisansand 
‘preparators. In all these particulars the 
, Museum has been greatly hampered in the

pared, in describing the structure said: 

“The principal feature of the main build- 
ing is a waiting room 300 feet long, 100 feet 
wide, and 120 feet high.) It is lighted by 
great arched windows rising 100 feet above 
the sidewalk. The entire space occupied by 
the building is about 320 by 370 feet. | 

‘In architecture this building will be in 
classic style, freely interpreted 4nd adapted 
to modern utilitarian requirements. Exter+ 
nally it will be feajured by a Corinthian col+ 
onnade extending) around the four sides, 
This colonnade will rise 64 feet from the 
ground, the standard height adopted in the 
design of the chief buildings of the World’s 
Fair in 1893. This Corinthian order will be 
surmounted by a high attic story, which will 
form a complete belt crowning the main 
mass of the building. Above this, in the 
center, will rise the vaulted arches and pedi- 
ments of the great room within. | 


Imperial Rome Style. 

“The character of this) huge hall in pro 
portions, design, and adornment was an in- 
spiration from the thermal establishments 
of imperial Rome, where, in the baths of 
Diocletian and Caracalla, the world first 
witnessed the development on grandiose 
scale of the system of round arch and vaulted 
architecture. ‘Those splendid structures, de- 
signed to furnish recreation, light, and air 
under cover to vast assemblages of citizens, 
stand as the prototypes of the great railway 
stations, which are essentially the vestibules 
of modern cities. : 

“The material for, the exterior of this 
main building will be American white 
granite. The interior of the waiting room 
also will be white stone, as befits a structure 
which must combine solidity, dignity, ana 
cleanliness. | 


Concourse Vaulted Building. 
“The concourse, between Canal street and 
the river, with low roof rising from the 
center of a broad plaza, will be a vaulted 
building. It will be of the same structure 
as the main building with the exterior to 
harmonize. _ 

“The descending street grade from the 
river west proved a fortunate circumstance 
and advantage was taken of it in designing 
the main building.’ The floor of the waiting 
room is below the street level and on the 
game elevation as the tracks in the con- 
course. Measured from /Clinton street on 
the west, the tracks are only twelve feet 
below gtace. ‘Thére will, therefore, be no 
long flights ‘of stairs hetween travelers 
within the station and their trains. 


Have Many Entrances, 

“ The buildings have many entrances. The 
designers have taken account of the fact 
that in a modern terminal passengers must 
be able to approach from any direction and 
pass at once by the most direct line to the 
waiting train. Entrances and exits must be 
universal that confusion may be avoided, 
time be saved, and effort be unwasted. In 
this station there will be no crowding even 
in the hours of the suburban rush. The peo- 
ple will be “‘ melted away '"’ through many 
passages. 

“Access to the concourse will be as free 
as to the main building. Neither here nor 
in the train sheds north and south will there 
be pillars, posts, or columns. There will be 
no lumbering baggage trucks running along 
passenger platforms. There will be no in- 
cumbering* mail wagons. There will be a 
clear space to ail trains. 


Streets on All Sides. 

“The main building and the concourse 
will have streets on all sides. Along the 
river a broad boulevard will flank the con- 
course on the east. Nowhere will there be 
anything to hamper ingress, egress, or free 
movement within. Without will. be broad 
streets and ample plazas. Cab stands will 


be conveniently located and under cover with- 


in the head house and concourse.” 
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year. | 

Work on this project was begun early in the 
spring, and the outline of the new piers and 
the approach can already be traced in the 
work done by the pile drivers and dredges. 

No time is being lost by the contractors, as 
they must have the néw pier finished com- 
plete with concrete top and earth filling 
ready for the superstructure not later than 
Oct. L | 

The contract for the work now jn progress 
calls for about $1,000,000; but the entire 
project will require an expenditure of more 
than $6,200,000. 

Of this amount the city will furnish $5 v0v,- 
000, a bond issue having been authorized by 
the voters to meet the cost. Alding in the 
development of the Chicago harbor the fed- 
eral government has appropriated $1,211.15 
for the extension of the outer breakwaters 
to more fully protect the new harbor. This 
new breakwater is to be built to the north to 
stop the sweep of the storms from ihe north- 
east, which are the heaviest encountered at 
this point on Lake Michigan. 

In the completed scheme it is the govern- 
ment’s intention also to cdnstruct an outer 
breakwater to the south, as far out as this 
present northeasterly breakwater, leaving 
gap for entrance to the harbor, but continu- 
ing southerly so as to makeia shelter or basin 
behind it of large area. 


Chicago’s Recreation Pier Being Built. 

The work now in prosressS is on what will 
be known as Chicago’s recreation pier. This 
pier is to extend out into the lake for a dis- 
tance of 3,000 feet, 500 feet bey ord the freight 
piers which are to be built) later. In width 
the recreation pier will be 202 feet from 
dock to dock. | 

The outer 645 feet of this pier will be devot- 
ed exclusively to boats carrying passengers. 
On this portion of the pier the upper deck or 
gecond story and part of the lower deck will 
be reserved for recreation purposes. A large 
rotunda will be built at the lake end of the 
pler with a seating capacity of several thou- 
sand. Bard concerts and other entertain- 
ments will be held there. 

In addition to the recreation pier the work 
now being done includes the land approach 
700 by 500 feet. This will also serve as a 
connection for the other four piers that are 
contemplated but not yet) contracted for. 
These piers and the approach will have direct 
railroad and street car connections. They 
will also afford accommodations for bus and 
motor lines and for automobiles and wagon 
traffic. 

An idea of the magnitude of the work can be 
had from the amount of filling needed on the 
present plier. This amounts to over 1,000,000 
cubic yards and would make 750,000 wagon 
foads, which if strung in a line would reach 
to New York City and back again.

Peacemaker; Brickmakers’ 
Walkout Is Costly. 


Chicago employers have solved the labor 
blem—so far a9 disastrous strikes in the 
puilding industry are concerned. They have 
pilved in conjunction with the working- 
men and by 4 simple arrangement called a 
joint conference committee. 

So successful has this been that in the 
que year it has been in operation nota single 
girike has occurred in any of the trades over 
ghich the joint conference committee has 

ction. This is a complete reversal 
ef conditions that existed prior to June, 1913. 

In the years prior to that time spring in- 
variably brought wage disputes, jurisdic- 
tional fights and strikes of greater or lesser 
ymportance. Strikes were called on the 
slightest pretext and thousands of men were 
thrown into idleness at the whim of union 
business agents. Wage losses to the em- 

és were heavy and building construc- 
tion frequently wes paralyzed for months. 

It was a comparatively unigmportant strike 
ef electrical workers in May, 1913, that 
prought about a reversal of conditions. A 
nandful of electricians struck on the new 
Continental and Commercial Bank building. 
Their demands upon the employers “ broke 
the last straw.” They demanded the em 
ployment of “ maintenance men’ whether 
there was any work for such men or not. 


Lockout Forces Men to Settlement. 
 gmarting under a succession of jurisdic- 
‘Yonal strikes and stoppages of work the em- 
decided to call a halt, When 2,700 
men of the various building trades crafts 
walked out in sympathy with the electri- 
cians, the employers got together in the 
Building Construction Employers’ associa- 
Hon and took drastic action. They declared 

out. 

Ao lockout began om June 19 and ended 
op July 21. During that period more than 
90,000 men were idle, but the employers 
prought the union business agents to their 
genses. On July 18, three days before the 
jockout was declared off, a joint agreement 
was signed between the officials of the Build- 
ing Construction Employers’ association and 
the Chicago Building Trades council. That 
agreement ie still in effect., It brought 
peace and harmony to the formerly sorely 
harassed Chicago building industry. 


C. W. Gindele Is Peacemaker. 

Credit for bringing about these favorable 
results is accorded in unstinted measure by 
both employers and employés to Charies W. 
Gindele, president and chairman of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Building Construction 
Employers’ association, The working agree- 
ment under which the industry is now Op- 
erating is generally termed the ** Chicago 
idea” or the ‘“ Gindele idea’ for the set- 
tlement of labor disputes. | 

In outline the present situation is as fol- 
lows: | 

Twenty-one employers’ associations and 
-geyen trades represented by individuals are 
‘organized in the Building Construction Em- 
‘ ployere’ association, with a membership of 
1208. This is the central organization of 
employers. 
ana’ hoeiek organization of the building 
trades workers is the Chicago Building 
Trades council, claiming an affiliated mem-~ 
bership of 100,000 men. 

In all questions affecting labor conditions 
@ joint conference committee, consisting of 
six representatives from each central organ- 
ization, has final jurisdiction. President 
Charles W. Gindele of the employers’ ass0- 
ciation is chairman. W. G. Gunther of the 
‘gasfitters’ union, representing the Bu lding 
Trades council, is secretary. 

The other members representing the em- 
ployers are W. H. Winslow,) John Griffith, 
Oscar A. Reum, E. V. Johnson, and Andrew 
Lanquist. Those representing the working- 
men are President Simon O’Donnell of the 
Building Trades council, Peter 8. Shaugh- 
nessy, John A. Metz, F. E. Thoman, and 
John Donlin. 


Joint Central Committee Controls. | 

Every question of whatever nature aris- 
ing between the individual employer and his 
men in the several building trades crafts is 
thrashed out by this committee and settled 
to the satisfaction of both sides. The funda- 
mental «dea upon which the plan was found- 
ed is harmony between employer and em- 
ployé. “OA square deal for both sides’ is 
the committee's motto. 

The committee considers questions sub- 
mitted to it much in the same manner as does 
@ higher court, and after due deliberation 
over the evidence hands down its decisions, 
Which are printed and distributed among the 
parties in interest. Both sides have by 
‘@lemn agreement pledged themselves to 
- abide by the findings, no matter what the re- 
sult may be. For the faithful] observance of 
‘these rules the Building Construction Em- 
Ployers’ exsociation requires a bond from 
every employer affiliated with the organiza- 
tion. The bonds range from $500 to $1,500 a 
year, according to the volume of the busi- 
ness done. 

The authority under which the committee 
lacts is contained in the following paragrapt

Only Two Strikes Within Year. 

The Chicago building industry has been 
affected by two Strikes of considerable con- 
sequence since the agreement went into ef- 
fect last July. Both of these, however, 
were outside.the jurisdiction of the join* 
conference committee. Settlement of them 
was brought about, nevertheless, through 
the influence of the committee. 

These were the recent strike of brickmak- 
ers and a walkout of teamsters last Septem- 
ber. The teamsters struck on the new bulild- 
ing of the Western Newspaper Union at 
West Adams and Desplaines streets. Those 
on strike were members of the Chicago 
Teamsters’ union, an organization not afiil- 
jated. with the American Federation of 
Labor. This gave the employers a leverage. 

The conference committee got together and 
the employers were given assurance by the 
labor members that the building trades men 
who were automatically thrown out of work 
by the striking teamsters would handle ma- 
terial hauled to the job by any other team- 
sters who could be obtained to'do the haul- 
ing. 

The employers did get the teamsters and 
resumed operations in spite of|the strikers. 
More than $20,000 was spent by the employ- 
ers’ association to whip the strikers into 
submission. The strike was settled on No- 
vember 27. 


Brickmakers’ Strike Disastrous. 

Then came the strike of brickmakers, 
which began March 1 and lasted till May 26. 
This was one of the most disastrous strikes 
in many years in its effect upon the building 
industry. About 2,800 brickmakers were 
out, but the failure of the brick supply threw 
nearly 100,000 building trades workers out of 
employment in what should have been the 
most flourishing time of the year for the in- 
dustry. . | 

The settlement of this‘ strike also was 
brought about through the friendly feeling 
established by the joint conference board. A 
committee of the Building Trades council 
told the brickmakers’ officials that unless 
they agred to a settlement men from a rival’ 
union would be brought into Chicago to take 
their places. This had the desired effect, as 
the brickmakers! union also is one outside 
the pale of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


KIMBALL COMPANY PLANS NEW 
WABASH AVENUE STRUCTURE. 


Will Improve Its Holdings at Jackson 
and Wabash with Modern Building 
in the Near Future. 


The W. W. Kimball company, manufactur- 
ers of pianos and organs, plans to erect a 
large*new building on the presént site of the 
building containing its offices and salesrooms 
and Kimball hall, at South Wabash avenue 
and East Jackson boulevard. The company 
has occupied the seven story building now on. 
the site since 1890. It held a ninety-nine year 
lease until recently when it purchased the 
land and building for $148,250. The property 


has a frontage in both streets of 120 feet. 
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MAY SPEND $20,000,000.

said in outlining the plans of the body. 

“ Of this amount not less than $5,000,000 
will be for buildings. : 

“The ultimate cost of the enterprisé. will 
depend upon the location and the value of 
the real ¢state involved. Trackage, termina! 
facilities; and other improvements will in- 
velve several millions. 

“Our plans call for a site of from sixty- 
five to seventy acres.” 


Four Sites Considered. 

The following sites have been considered, 
Mr. Wagner stated: 

The old Northwestern depot site at Wells 
and Kinzie streets. 

Filled [in land at the mouth of the river, 
both on the north and south sides. 

Archer avenue and Eighteenth street, on 
the south side. 

Thirty-ninth street ands Ashland avenue, 
near the stock yards. 

The tentative plans for the buildings in- 
clude: 

One hundred offices and warehouses of fire- 
proof construction for individual firms. | 

A large central power and heating plant. 

Large refrigerator warehouses for general 
use, 

A large warehouse for the handling of per- 
ishable goods during zero weather. 

A compact wholesale produce yard; with a 
capacity of 750 to 1,000 cars, with thirty foot 
driveways for teams. 


Hope to Shorten Day. 

“There is probably no business in which 
the goods are turned over so rapidly as mar- 
keting produce,’’ Mr. Wagner said, in dis- 
cussing the project further. ‘Its very na- 
ture makes this of the utmost importance 
both to the producer and the’ consumer. 
What we aim to do is to speed up the entire 
system of handling our goods, which are 
highly perishable. Instead of a sixteen 
hour day, we hope to cut it down to a six 
hour day. 

“* While all the business of this character is 
not done in South Water street, the major 
portion of it is handled there. The magni- 
tude of the business can be best realized 
when it }is understood that it is second only 
to that of the stockyards and packing 
houses. | 

“ The total volume of receipts in carloads 
of the commodities handled has been esti- 
mated at not less than 180,000 annually. 
That does not include the less than carload 
lots, which will aggregate many thousand 
carloads more.

‘* Contiguous to the yard there are to be 
moéern, up to date, fire proof buildings, 
constructed to meet the requirements of the 
business, a large cold storage plant being ad- 
jacent, and all of the modern economies, 
such as producing cold for cooling rooms, 
heat for the buildings, etc., from a central 
plant. 


Would Increase Business, 

“Tt is figured that such a move as is 
planned would not only do away in large 
measure with the economic waste, but with 
the economies produced, together with a 
modern and up to date method, the possi- 
bility of assembling goods in cars for out 
of town shipments practically without 
breaking refrigeration, would increase the 
volume of business and all of those con- 
veniences with which such facilities would 
be done in. Chicago by many per cent within 
the next two or three years.”’

Contagious Diseases One of 
Year’s Big Projects.

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One of the most important projects which 
sill be started in Chitago this year is the 
erection of a new contagious disease hos- 
pital at South Califorfia avenue and West 
Thirty-first street. The new institution, 
when completed, will cost $1,500,000. It will 
consist of an administration building, with 
five ward buildings radiating from the rear 
of it like the points of al star; a nurses’ home, 
superintendent’s residence, and combination 
kitchen) building and garage. It is expected 
that the administration building and two 
of the ward buildings will be|completed by 
fall. City Architect Charles W. Kalal ex- 
pressed the opinion that the roofs would 
be on all three before snow flies. 

Contracts for the foundation work of the 
administration building and one ward build- 
ing have been let at $10,495 and the contracts 
for the superstructures probably will be let 
by the middle of July. Each of the aix larger 
units of the group will cost about $250,000. 
The buildings will be of fireproof construc- 
tion throughout and will be four stories in 
height. Each ward building will house 142 
patients in individual cubicles. 


Each Patient Isolated. 

The hospital is of the latest design for 
coping with contegious diseases and will be 
one of the finest of its kind in the country. 
The cubicles are so designed that each pa- 
tient ia safe against contagion from the 
patient in the neighboring room. The ward 
buildings practically will house 142 miniature 
hospitais. There are many cases in which 
diagnosis is doubtful. If these patients are 
taken to the ordinary isolation hospital they 
are exposed to the germs of other diseases 
and may contract some serious iliness from 
which they are free whep they enter the 
institution. This is safeguarded against in 
the design for the new hospital, which iso- 
lates each patient during the period of ill- 
ness as well as of convalescence. 

On each building there will be a roof gar- 
den, on which the patients in a state of 
convalescence can take exercise in the fresh 
air. 

The city already has a bond issue of $500,000 
for undertaking the construction of the first 
units. In addition to this, there is about 
$200,000 left from previous building appro 
priations. 


Start Work at Clarendon Soon. 

Work will be started in July on the locker 
rcoms of the new Clarendon avenue bathing 
beach, for which the city ordered a bond 
issue of $150,000. There will be 10,000,lockere 
for women, men, and children, each con- 
structed of concrete. It was decided to use 
concrete for sanitary purposes, as well as 


‘for the smallness of expense in upkeep and 


for its imperviousness to exposure. Lockers 
mede of other materials constantly need re- 
painting and are apt to be scratched by 
children and other persons who have a pro- 
pensity for carving their initials in public 
claces. 

The beach plan provides for an adminis- 
tration building, laundfy, and playground, 
as well as the lockers; The whole group 
will face the lake at the foot of Clarendon 
avenue and will form @ sort of connecting 
link between Lincolm park extended and the 
proposed made land tothe north. The pres- 
ent beach line will be used. 


New City Lodging House. 

Another municipal undertaking on which 
the plans will be ready for figuring by August 

is a new municipal lodging house, which will 
be built on the west side in the congested 
district within walking distance of the loop. 
The council has appropriatec $100,000, both 
for land and building. It is probable that a 
four story structure will be built with a view 
‘o enlarging it later on, if necessary. 

The Graeme Stewart bath house, which is 
the first one-of its Kind in the cliy. will be 
ready for occupancy on July 1. It ie located 
in West Thirty-fifth street, near Marshfield 
avenue. The cost of congtruction was $40,000. 
The bujldime) contains forty shower baths, 
severai rooms to be used by the department 
of health in educating women and girls in 
child welfare work, and a roof garden. This 
is the first building erected especialiy with a 
view to carrying on child welfare instruc- 
tion. Three similar buildings are being con- 
templated by the city. to coet $120,000. 

They will be located in the Ninth, Twelfth, 
and Tifteenth wards. The exact location 
will be figured by health department experts 
according to the scarcity.of bathing facili- 
ties in the most congested districts. 

The city has under contract four field 
houses, to be built at the Corkery, Anderson, 
and John Fiske schools and in McLaren 
square. They will cost $15,000 in the aggre- 
gate. Besides these sand and shelter courts 
to cost $6,000 will be built at the Corkery, 
Drake, and Fiske schools. Contracts also 
have been let for the enlargement of the 
dressing rooms at the swimming pool in 
Washington Heights to cost $2,000. 

Within the next thirty days contracts will 
be let for a new fire house at Ninety-tifth 
street and Longwood ayenue, to cost $15,000. 
Other construction work on fire and police 
stations has been held up by failure of the 
council to grant the money.

HOSPITALS TO COST $4,500, 000 


Cook County Erects One of Finest 
Institutions of Its Kind. 


WORK OF THE PRESENT YEAR 


All Structures Being Pushed to Com- 
pletion and Will Be Ready Soon. 


~ 


County hospital................@3,300,000 
Oak Forest infirmary.......... 850,000 
Psychopathic hospital.. 470,000 


Four and a half million dollars will repre- 
sent approximately the outlay of the county 
board in building operations during 1914. 
These figures do not take into consideration 
proposed work which may be got under way 
before the end of the year. They represent 
buildings which already have been completed 
or which will be ready for occupancy before 
next winter. 

Practically every bit of this work has been 
accomplished by the present county board 
under President A. A. McCormick. The only 
construction work under the Bartzen régime 
worthy of mention was the erection of a 
building to take the place of a structure at 
Dunning which burned down. 

The gretest achievement of the present 
year will be the completion of the new coun- 
ty hospital, which stands on the site of the 
old administration building in West Harri- 
son street. This structure stands for the 
last word in hospital construction, and will 
be one of the finest municipal institutions of 
its kind in the country. 


New County Board Pushes Work. 

The plans were drawn under the Bartzen 
administration, but work had been delayed 
_ by bickerings of the county board and the 
foundations were scarcely completed when 
President McCormick took office. Underthe 
present board the work has been rushed, 
until now only the finishing touches remain 
to be added. 

The whole structure when finished will cost 
approximately $3,200,000. It is cight stories 
high and is of reinforced concrete, brick, and 
terra cotta construction. It will hotise 656 
patients. 

The building is designed to meet ail modern 
sanitary requirements. Special composition 
germproof floors are being laid. Every room 
and ward is arranged so that there are plenty 
of outside windows. The latest improved 
ventilating system will be installed. 

The front part of the building, which ex- 
tends a whole block between Wood and Lin- 
coln streets, will be ready for occupancy on 
or about Aug. 1. Each end has been built 
back from Harrison street to connect with 
structures now standing. The furniture and 
4 equipment from these old wings will be 
moved into the main building and the old 
wings will be torn down to give place to new 
wings. The entire building, including the 
wings, will not be completed before the first 
of the year, John G. Griffiths & Son are the 
contractors. 


New Buildings at Oak Forest. 

Second in importance among the county's 
building expenditures come those entailed 
by improvements at the Oak Forest infirm- 
ary. These total $850,000. 

Probably more has been accomplished for 
the outlay of money at Oak Forest than for 
any other county improvement; that is, tak- 
ing into consideration the number of struc- 
, tures built and their diversified uses. Many

A new tuberculosis hospital with 210 beds 
has been erected.. This is the principal 
stricture of what is known as the tubercu- 


losis group, consisting of eight brick cot- | 
tages, with a capacity of twenty patients 
each, and a new dining hall and kitchen. 
All of these are of fireproof brick construc- 
tion, Every convenience for the proper care 
and treatment of tubercular fpatients has 
been installed. Outdoor sleeping compart- 
ments are provided and the buildings so 
built that there are no nooks and crannies 
to catch dirt and dust. 

Two brick wings have been added to the 
general hospital ward building, affording 
accommodations for 120 more patients. Be- 
sides these, other minor additions have been 
made to old buildings, and a large number 
of alterations have been made to extend the 
life of some of the older structures. Many 
of the old buildings were found almost to- 


tally unfit for the purposes for which they 
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were intended, but there are others that a 
few alterations made sanitary enough -to 
meet present requirements. These improve- 
ments have furnished accommodations for 
190 more patients. 

Another fireproof building of reinforced 
concrete and brick construction is nearing 
completion at West Polk and South Wood 
streets, the site of the old detention hospital. 
This structure will be used as the new psy- 
chopathic hospital and will contain 220 beds. 
The old building, which was inadequate to 
meet the demands made upon it both from 
the viewpoint of size and construction, af- 
forded room for only seventy beds. 

The new building is five stories high. 
Everything has been arranged to make the 
quarters more sanitary, cheerful, and com- 
fortable for the unfortunates who are com- 
pelled to remain there pending commitment 
to some state or private institution. The 
hospital, furnished complete, will cost $470,- 
000. According to R. S. Kenyon, superinten- 
dent of public service, it will be ready for. 
ocecupancy on July 1. 
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MILLIONS SPEN’ 
TO GUARD HEALTH 


Total Cost of Projects Be Before 
Sanitary Trustees About 
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SAG CHANNEL LARGEST. 


Worth of Work to Be Completed 
in 1914, 82,000,000; 
2,600 Employed. |

and proposed, is approximately $10,000,000. 
Contracts totaling $5,500,000, in round num- 
bers, already have been let. 

The largest project|is the construction of 
the Ca'umet-Sag channel. This work was 
started in 1911, and probably wil] not be 
completed until 1917. It will cost $8,000, 000. 
The contracts! ere let by sections.| Eleven 
seqtions are now in course of construction, 
ang contracts for. thnee more pcctique prob- 
ably will be !et shortly. 

The amount which will be paid codtraitées 
on ‘this work alone during the year will be 
in the neighborhood of $1,250,000. The total 
length of the channel, when completed, wil 
be fifteen miles. 


Calumet Sewer System Cost. 

The second largest item before the board 
is the cost of construction of the Calumet 
sewer system. The laying of these sewers 
will cost $2,500,000. It is doubtful if any 
work will be done on these this year, as the 
work on the channe! will have to be pretty 
far advanced, before the sewers can be 
started. 

About $150,000 worth of work will be done 
before cold weather on the sewer systems 
of Kenilworth, Wilmette, and Winnetka. 
The cost of the entire north shore sewer 
project, asp planned, wil! be $400,000. In 
connection with this work, $50,000 is being 
spent this summer in dredging the north 
shore channel, This is an item of mainte- 
nance rather than of construction, as the 
dredging must be done from year to year. 

Another large item of maintenance will be 
the dredging of the main Calumet channel, 
for which $100,000 will be expended. 


Fifty-second Avenue Sewer. 

It is expected that the conetruction of the 
Fifty-second avenue sewer will be almost 
finished by the end ofthe year. This project 
is expected to cost $160,000, and it is proba- 
ble| that $125,000 will be paid the contractors 
this year for work completed. This will leave 
only about 27 per cent of the work to be done 
next year.

Barnhart Bros, & Spindler Plant Model 
of Efficiency and Equipment—-Power 
and Heat Installation an Innovation 


Within the last six months there has been 
erected in Chicago one of the largest type 
foundries in the world. Not only is it big— 
it is. built probably with more attention to 
efficiency, more and better sanitary and 
health preserving and “safety first’’ ap- 
pliances than any other plant in the city. 
This is the foundry of Barnhart. Bros. 
& Spindler, located on the northwest corner 
of Throop and Monroe streets. ) 
The ground plan is 200x236 feet, contain- 
ing about 46,000 square feet. Itistwo stories 
and basement and contains over 100,000 
square feet of space. 

In the basement is installed an fsolated, 


and power. 


installed two anthracite gas producers of 
350 horse power capacity each. The gas 
here generated is utilized for power, melting 
the metal in the type casting machines, hard- 
ening furnaces, machine torches, brazing 
torches, lead and slug casting, under the 
boilers for heating the building and anneal- 
ors, coppér and nickel plating baths.

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BEAUTY OUTPOST BUILDING 
AT STATE AND HARRISON STS. 


Structure, Which Will Be Two Stories 
High and Cost $135,000, Shows 
Kind That Will Occupy District. 


The retail district is creeping southward on - 


State street slowly, but it is creeping, never- 
theless. An ** outpost ’’ of the modern struc- 
tures which ultimately must replace the 
somber and ramshackle buildings on Chi- 
cago’s busiest thoroughfare south of Van 
Buren street will be the State and Harrison 
building, which is now in course of construc- 
tion at the southeast corner of the intersec- 
tion ofthe streets from which it takes its 
name. 

Whilé this structure will be only two stortes 
high, it will be of‘ an architectural cesign 
which will stand out almost as an oasisamid 
the aridness of “city beautiful’’ buildings 
About it. The building, which was designed 
by Holabird & Roche, will be of white glazed 
terra cotta, and will have a green tile roof.

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CHICAGO BUILDING TRADES 


ARE PAID HIGHEST WAGES. 


San Francisco Bricklayers and Plas- 
terers Are Only Ones to Receive 


Chicago's building trades workers enjoy 
the highest wage scale of all building con- 
struction workers in the country, except 
those of San Francisco, and in that city the 
scale of only a few trades is higher. Most 
union officials look upon Chicago's wage scale 
as the high standard. 

Among the highest paid trades in Chicago 
are the bricklayers, plasterers, hoisting en- 
gineers, tile setters, steamfitters, gas fitters, 
plumbers, and electrical workers. These all 
receive 75 cente an hour, or $6 a day for 
eight hours’ work. 

In San Francisco the bricklayers and plas- 
terers get 87% cents an hour, while the other 
trades in the list receive the Chicago scale. 
In New York only the bricklayers and hoist- 
ing engineers get 75 cents an hour. The 
other trades enumerated get 68% cents. 

The Chicago scale for carpenters is 65% 
cents an hour. In New York and San Fran- 
cisco the carpenters receive only 62% centa. 
Painters in Chicago get 70 cente an hour, 
while in New York and San Francisco their 
scale is 62% cents. 

Chicago's buildtng laborers also are better 
paid thanin other cities. Here the scale for 
building laborers is 40 cents an hour. “dn 
New York it is 35 cents, and in San Francisco 
it is 37% cents. The season of Chicago’s 
building trades workers runs from 100 to 200 
working days a year.

GYMNASIUM FOR WOMEN. 


Evanston School to Add Political 
History Building to Its 
Campus. 


More than $1,000,000 is being spent in erect- 
ing new structures at the University of Chi- 
cago and Northwestern university. Two 
buildings to cost a total of $600,000 are in 
course of construction at the University of 
Chicago and a third is being planned. Plans 
also are being prepared for a structure to be 
erected shortly on Northwestern university 
campus. | 

The structures now going up at the Midway 
institution are the geology ahd geography 
building and the classics building. The 
former, which was designed by Holabird & 
Roche, ig located at East Fifty-eighth 
street and University avenue. It will cost 

000. 
Gothic architecture to conform with the 
other buildings, and will be constructed of 
buff Bedford stone, to harmonize with the 
group now standing, 


Classics Building to Cost $350,000. 

‘The classica building, plans for which were 
made by Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge, will 
cost $350,000. It is being built just south 
of the divinity dormitory at East Fifty- 
ninth street and Ellis avenue. It will be 
the west building of the group jee the 
Midway, of which the dominating structure 
ia the Harper Memorial library. | Bedford 
limestone will be the material used. There 
will be no wood abeut the windows, as the 
mullions are of stone and the frames end 
sash of metal, made in England. The pitched 
roof will be covered with red shingle tile. 

The first floor will contain a lecture room 
seating 130 persons, and aix classrooms, with 
capacities ranging from twenty-eight to 
forty-nine seats. Two clubrooms, one for 
men and one for women, will be located on 
the second floor. Facilities will be provided 
for preparing and serving light refreshments, 
and it will be possible to throw the two rooms 
into one by opening large double doors con- 
céaled in the paneling of the walls. There 
will be also five offices for the faculty mem- 
bers on this floor besides the stack room 
with three research study rooms. 

The book stacks will extend upward 
through the building from the basement to 
the third floor with a capacity of 220,000 vol- 
umes. <A delivery room and reading rooms 
will be located on the third floor. This

The building has been designed in the spirit 
of a Tudor manor house and planned around 
@ cloistered garden. In general, however, it 
will conform to the genera! collegiate Gothic 
type of the other university buildings. 
. The main building, facing the Midway, 
will be two and a half stories high, en- 
trance being gained either from Fifty-ninth 
street or through the garden. A refectory, 
which will accommodate 300 persons, will oc- 
cupy the east end of the first fioer, A cafe- 
teria, kitchens, and service rooms will be 
in a wing directly to the north of this room. 
To the west of the entrance hall and up a 


| short flight of steps will be a commons room 


with an alcove and kitchenette for serving 
tea. Beyond this will be the library with a 
large open fireplace. 

Memorial Room to Mrs. Noyes. 

On the second ftoor at the head of the stairs 
will be a memorial room to Mrs. Ida Noyes. 
Beyond this wilt be a trophy room for the 
athletic department. 

In the west end of the second floor will 
be the offices of the athietic department, a 
corrective gymnasium, and reet rooms. At 
the other end will be a series of parlors, 
which also may be used aa private dining 
rooms. An assembly hall seating 250 per- 
sons will occupy the third floor. 

The gymnasium wing will extend to the 
north of the main building and will be one 
story and basement in height, the gym- 
nasium being on the first floor level. There 
also will be a lounge, two bowling alleys, and 
a game room, which may be used for both 
athictic and social purposes. The swimming 
pool will be connected with the gymnasium 
at the north end of the garden. It will be 
lighted by @ skylight and the windows on 
the garden side may be opened in the sum- 
mer so as to give the impression af an open 
air pool. 

Plans also are being prepared by Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge for the Herris hall of 
political history, which will be erected east 
of the main hall on the southernmost end 
of the campus at Northwestern university. 
The style of the structure is-renaissance, 
and it will be constructed of limestone. The 
entrance Will be through a vaulted passage- 
way into an octagonal rotunda, which will 
have a French walnut ceiling. One en- 
trance from the rotunda leads into a paneled 
social room and the other side leads intog 
large lecture hall which will seat 350 per- 
sons. 

The most important feature of the building 
will be the accommodations afforded pro- 
fessors. Each professor will have a com- 
plete set of offices and private library. The 
building will house nine recitation rooms 
and five seminar rooms, as well as two 
studies, one for men and one for women,

, Sol roads and streets has been 
Mm about in Illinois by the Associated 
Good Roads. Organization of Chicago and 
Cook county, ef which William G. Edens is 
president. - 

The creation by proclamation of a Good 
Roads day by Gov. Dunne last April also 
spurred citizéngs all over the state to greater 
activity in bettering highway conditions. The 
roads organizations check up on the work 
being done both by the county and the city 
end see that the materials used come up to 
specifications, and that work Is done where 
the demand is most immediate. 

They also see that the wheel tax, amount- 
‘ing to more than $600,000 annually, is ex- 
pended to thie best adVantage in maintaining 
and repairing roads and streets already 
paved. 

It is dificult 'to estimate the total amount 
to be expended on highways in the county, 
because the money for this purpose is divided 
between townships, county, and state. Some 
of the public improvements are made by the 
townships alone, through special assessment; 
some are carried on jointly by township and 
county, and some by county and state. 


Cook County Begins Road Building. 
In the first two classes all projects must 
be approved by the county, and the latter 
must be determined through joint action of 
the county board and the state highway com- 
mission. ; , 

Under the néw Tice law the county board 
has designated 380 miles of highways for 
state roads. Twenty miles of the main thor- 
oughferes leading into the city will be paved 
this summer at the joint expense of county 
and state. The cost will be $240,000. 

Work on these has been delayed by the 
county board in dickering over the question 
of the kind of paving to be used. The board 
was given the choice of brick or concrete. 


| 


Some of the county roads have been paved 
with both as tests of durability. 
The state treasurer has been authorized to 


pay out $400,000 for the carying out of thé}. 


provisions of the Tice law and will pay 
out $700,000 more priated by the leg- 
iSlature after July * btill larger propor- 
tion of Cook county's. roads may be im- 
proved as a result, and it is hoped that a 
still larger percentage of the county roads 


, will be paved/next year. 


Main Highways to Be Improved. 

The roads which will be improved first by 
the county under the direction of George A. 
Quinian, county superintendentof highways, 
are the Milwaukee road from the city limits 
six miles to the county line; Twelfth street 
from the Desplaines river to the Dn Page 
county line; four out of six miles of the Joliet 
road between the city limits and the county 
line; Western avenue from Blue Ieland to 
Homewood, a distance of five miles; Archer 
avenue from the city limits to Argo via 
Summit, and South Park avenue from Har- 
vey to Homewood. 

All of these highways are the main en- 
trances to the city for the truck farmers 
and dairymen. Besides being the route tra- 
versed by the truck farmers north of the 
city, the Milwaukee road is the main high- 
way for automobilists between Chicago and 
Milwaukee, 

The Twelfth street extension through Hin. 
side opens the way tothe dairy farms around 
Wheaton and the adjoining parts of Du Page 
county. Western avenue is perhaps the main 
entrance to the south for truck gardeners 
and Archer avenue is crowded with traffic 
of varied types. 

It is estimated that $50,000 will be spent 
by the county for new bridges and the main- 
tenance and repair of old structures. Most 
of these bridges are comparatively email, 
the larger jones being built by townships 
or by township and county jointly. About 
22 000 was spent on this work last year, 


Many Miles of Streets to Be Paved. 

Last year|the city spent $4,059,329 in spe- 
cial assesaments in paving something like 
106 miles of streets. This year approximate- 


ly 150 miles of streets will be paved. This 
does not take into consideration repairs and 
maintenance on streets already paved. 
There are ninety miles of paving now under

more miles have been confirmed and 
work is being heid up merely to await the 
¢ompletion of underground work, such as 
séwers and public utilities, pipes and tunnels 
Before the contracts are let. Besides this

tled in court. It is expected that these cases 
will be out of the courts early in the summer 
so that work may be started before cold 
weather. . 

The board of local improvements is using 
asphalt for streets in the residential dis- 
tricts. Some objections have been raised as 
to the durability and usefulness of creosote 
blocks, and these are being used but very 
little. 

Concrete is still being used in paving some 
alleys, but it has been found that once the 
concrete pavirg starts to deteriorate it goes 
fast and is almost impossible to repair in 
epots, 

Bids have been advertised for on twenty- 
three alleys, with a total mileage of ap- 
proximately two and a half miles. This 
work will be finished this year. 


Estimated Paving Cost, $5,000,000. 

A conservative estimate of the expendi- 
tures of the board of local improvements for 
paving construction work for the year is 
$5,000,000. 

Approximately sixty-elght miles of brick 
and tile pipe sewers will be laid by the city 
during 1914. 
sewers were built at a cost of about $1,400,- 
000, and it is expected that $1,600,000 hardly 
will cover the cost of {!mprovements in this 
line during the present year. There is about 
$750,000 worth of this kind of work now under 
contract. 

Besides the huge amounts being spent on 
highways in Chicago and Cook county,’thou- 
sands of dollars are being spent in other 
parts of the state. Roads are being built of 
brick, concrete, and macadam, 

The counties desiring to take advantage 
of state aid under the Tice law must appro- 
priate an equal amount with the state, Will 
county will spend $55,000 and Du Page county 
$30,000 from theirown funds. The residents 
of Du Page county already have spent a 
large amount in Amproving the Twelfth

SOCIAL WORKERS GIVEN NEW 


COUNTRY CLUB BY ROSENWALD | 


Building Shows Simplicity of Design 
amis Well AdaptedéosiVoodland | 
Surrounding on Desplaines River. 


Simplicity in architectural design is exem- 
plified in the new Social Worflers' Country 
club, which was opened a week ago yester- 
day in Riverside, The clubhouse, which was 


the gift of Julius Rosenwald to the eocial | 


workers of Chicago as a place of recreation 
and retreat from their labors, is situated on 
a fourteen acre tract of wooded land on the 
banks of the Desplaines river. 

The building resembles a large, comforta- 
ble, modern farm house rather than the 
usual country club. It is 120 feet long and 
GO feet wide. It is two stories high. A large 
living room with @ great fireplace is located 
on the ground floor, from which French 
doors open on a broad screened porch which 
can be used as a dining room instead of the 
regular room for such service, where sev~- 
enty-five persons can be seated. 

The second floor provides accommodetion 
for the resident manager, servants, and 
sleeping quarters for thirteen women and 
eleven men. The interior of the etructure 
i@ finished in painted wood, with Georgia 
pine floors. In the basement are locker 
rooms, with shower and tub baths. One por- 
tion of the basement is arranged for a bil- 
liard room, The capacity of the bullding is 
twenty-four resident guests and 200 day vis- 
{tors. Increased accommodations may be 
provided in the attic and by tents and cot- 
tages. The walls of the building are fin- 
ighed in cement stucco. The blinds are 
green. The clubhouse is designed for use 
both in summer and winter. 

The grounds afford ample opportunity for 
tennis and other forme of athletic work. 
Facilities for boating are provided on the 
river bank. 

The clubhouse cost $50,000.

build them. 

With this growing demand there has gone 
a corresponding improvement in the archi- 
tectural style of the buildings, which for- 
merly were of a plain and unattractive etyle.

Chicago Makes Tenth of the Country’s 
90,000,000 Barrel Output. 


Cemént is used in practically every kind of 

construction work carried on. Last fall a 
subcommittee of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce submiited a report showing that 
iis investigation had disclosed the fact that 
cement was used in 453 articies and types of 
construction. Every kind of building, froma 
chicken coop. to the modern sk) scraper, is 
now made of cement. 

A large percentage of the output is now 
being used in the rural districts. It has been 
fuund to be an excellent paving for roads, 
Farmers are using it to construct dairy build- 
ings and silos. It has replaced wood as a 
material for the little rurai bridges which 


span sma!lstreams, Drain tile also are made 
from it. 


Concrete Adapted to Art. 

For purposes of ornamentation it is used 
for garden furniture, statues, lamp pasts, 
and fancy coping, ballust:ades ard pergolas. 
Its lasting quality for structures under water 
has been demonstrated in the building of 
canale,; docks, and evem buoys. 

Chicago was a pioneer city In the use of 
cement. It is now one of the greatest con- 
suming centers of the article in the country 
and manufactures 8 500.000 barrels of cement 
each year, or more than the whole country 
p oduced In 1900. | This figure probably wils 
be surpassed In 1914. In comparison with the 
production of the entire country, Chicago 
makes 10 per cent of the whole output, which 
amounts Close to 90,000,000 barrels. 


First Cement Show Held Here. 

The first cement show in the country was 
held in Chicago. This brought thousands 
of bui'ders and users of cement from all 
over the country and has helped to make the 
city the great central market for this uni- 
versal building material. 

New methods of using cement in reinforced 
concrete work are being discovered almost 
every day. The old method of us'ng wooden 
forms to set the material is still being used. 
but other methods of using steel pipe! ano 
wire have been employed with success. 

The! real investment in cement manufac- 
turing plants in the Chicago industrial cis- 
trict is approximately $20,000,600. This fig- 
ure aiso approximates the total annual. sales.
